very true, that in the Year 1591, upon the Importunity, Compleints and hot Ar. 1603: 
Purſuit of thoſe of the Cloth Trade in theſe United Provinces, eſpecially of thole STY 
of Holland, a Placcarte was ſet forth in the Name of your Honors, concern- | 
ing the making of Tare, and eſtimating of Faults which ſhould be found in Exg- 
455 Cloths. It is alſo notorious, that we ever oppoſed our ſelves againſt he 
ſaid Placcarte ſo made in prejudice of the af — e, which by virtue of 
the Intercourſe and Concord both Lands, thoſe of the Nation ought to 
enjoy, and contrary to the written Laws; by the Diſpoſition whereof, it is law- 
for the Mer to beſpeak ſuch Conditions in the buying in and ſale of 
their Goods and Merchandiſe, as they ſhall find to be Rae? Y hag; Bey It is alſo 
well known to your Honors, that the late Queen Z/:zzabeth of right high Me- 
mory, as well by her Letters to your Honors, as by her Agents there, from time 
to time, hath required a Revocation of the aforeſaid Placcarte, for the Reaſons 
aforementioned, and others here too long to rehearſe; but your Honors thought 
it not good to yeild thereunto, ſhewing the Occaſion of that your Refuſall in a 
Letter written to her ſaid Majeſtie, bearing Date the 14* of April 1592, as the 
only Groundwork and Platform whereon the ſaid Placcarte was firſt founded; 
namely, that the Cloths, Kirſeys, and other Woollen Exgliſh Commodities, 
here brought over and ſold, are ſo pluck d and tack d cloſe, that tis altoge- 
ther i ible for the Buyer to ſee the Faults committed in the making thereof, 
or to difbern the ſame by his Eye, Sc. before the ſaid Cloths be put into the 
Water; which Reaſon hath alſo alleadged by the Cloth Buyers, in Juſtifica- 
tion of their new Conceit and Noveltie of /izorn Tare Miniſters ; ſo that we 
finding little or no hope of the Revocation of the ſaid Placcarte, and continu- 
ally enduring the unſupportable, covetous and bad Dealings of the Cloth Buyers 
every Day more then the other, in the ſeeking and making of Tare, to the in- 
credible Loſs and Damage of the Merchant Adventurers, and to the ungodly and 
unlawfull Gaine and private Lucre of the Cloth Buyers, (as is well known, all 
icular Dealing or Conditions in Moderation of the faid Placcarte little at all 
125 Pepping ) we were forced in the end to apply to the Parliament in England for 
our uttermoſt Remedy, where we obtained a good and laudable Statute or Ordi- 
| nance, for Reformation of the Faults and Abuſes committed in England in the 
making of Cloths, an Extract whereof we ſend unto your Honors. Whercin 
among other things it is enacted, (according to the manner uſed out of England,) 
that the Cloth ſhall be viſſited and ſealed, and then brought to the Market as it 
cometh from the Mill or Fulling, without tentering, reaching or ſtretching; So 
that the aforeſaid Stature a« 3 . now in = ne, ind thoſe of the 
Nation for the avoiding of their great Loſs and Damage dilligently looking to the 
Obſervation of the Aa tr Ordinance, (for they cannor Ts ham. look 
for any Allowance, as heretofore, from the Clothiers by Cerrtificates,) the Cloth 
Buyers ought to be well content, as being according to their own Deſire well 
provided for from being deceived, either by the Eye of the ſworn Viſliters in 
England, or by their own ocular View or Inſpection, without that they need 
to put the Cloth into the Water, for that the Cloths generally arc not ſhewed to 
the Buyer broader or longer then they are in very Deed and in Truth. Yet if any 
Man remaine ſtill doubtfull, it is lawfull for him to meaſure, or otherwiſe to 
cauſe the Cloths to be viſſited wet or dry at his own Choice here in Midale- 
burg, in the Preſence of the Seller, who doth give all reaſonable and due Tare, 
according to the oldeſt and beſt Cuſtom. Howbeit we do not deny but there 
may be ſkill ſome remainder of the old Abuſes, it not being poſſible to remedy all 
uſed by the Clothiers in England, to our great Grief and Diſpleaſure; who be- 
tween the Abuſes of the Clothiers, and the Fancies of the Drapers, muſt bear all 
the Burden and Charge. And therefore if your Honors in favour of the com- 
mon Traffick and Cloth Trade, and for the preventing of all Differences and 
Queſtions hereafter, between the Cloth Buyers of theſe United Provinces and the 
Merchant Adventurers, ſhall pleaſe to give expreſs Order to your Agent in _

be would ſuffer himſelf to be corrected by God's Word, if they erred they muſt 
yeild to him, for he would ever ſubmitt both Scepter and Crown to Chriſt's, ro

An. 1603. His Majeſtic propounded fix Points unto them. Three in the Common-Prayer 

LS WV Book, two for the Biſhop's Juri ſdliction, and one for the Kingdom of Ireland. In 
the Prayer Book, he named the Generall Abſolution, the Con ion of Children, 
and the private Bapti ſine by Women. Thele three were long —_— betwecn the 
King and the Biſhops. In the Concluſion, the King was well ſatisfyed in the 
two former, ſo that the manner might be changed, and ſome things cleered. 

For the Private Baptiſm it held three Hours at leaſt; the King alone dilj 
ting with the Biſhops, ſo wiſely, wittily, and learnedly, with that pretty Pa- 
tience, as I think never Man living ever heard the like. In the end he wan this 
of them, That it ſhould only be adminiſtred by Miniſters, yet in private Houſes, 
F occaſion required; and that whoſoever elſe ſhould . ſhould be under 
Puniſhment. For the Commiſſaries Courts, and the Cenſures of Excommunica- 

tion and Suſpenſion, they ſhall be mended, and the Amendment is referred to 
the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Chief Juſtice. But for their common and or- 
dinary Excommunication for Trifles. it ſhall be utterly aboliſhed. The fifth 
Point was about the %, Juri ſdliction of Biſhops; ſo he gained that of them, 
that the Biſhops in Ordination, Suſpenſion, and Degradation, and ſuch like, 
they ſhall ever have ſome grave Men to be Aſſiſtants with them in all Cen- 
fares. For Ireland, the Concluſion was, (the King making a moſt lamentable 
Deſcription of the State thereof, ) that it ſnould be reduced to Civillity, planted 
with Schools, and Miniſters, as many as could be gotten. Theſe things done, 
he propounded matters, where about he hoped there would be no Controverſy, 
as to have a learned Miniſtry, and Maintenance for them as far as might be. 
And for Pluralities, and Non-Reſidencies, to be taken away, or at leaſt made 
fo few as poſſibly 2 be. Theſe Things were concluded on Saturday, between

Only I perceive that you were retired out of the Camp, by occaſion of the gene- 

ral States and Council of State withdrawing themſelves to the Hague, before his 

Majeſtie's Directions came to your Hands, which I ſent you for that purpoſe, to 

have been uſed by you, if the States had made any longer abode there. It re- 

maineth now, that I do inform you ſomewhat f the State of our Treaty, into 
the Buwells whereaf we are already entered. It is true the Commiſſioners of 
the other ſide, have hitherto carried themſelves with as much Modeſty and hono- 
rable Reſpect to his Majeſty as could be wiſhed. After the veiwing of each others 
| Commiſſions, (which in the Spaniards ſeemeth but Subdelegated from the great 

Conſtable) they propoſed unto us what manner of Treaty we would belt like of, 

either Defenſire and Offenſive, or Defenſive ſine Offenſione, or of Friendſhip 

and Amity only, with mutual Trade to each other 'Dominions. The latter of 
which we rather accepted of, as better befitting the preſent State of his Majeſtie's 
Affairs, and leaſt prejudicial to our Neighbours and Allies. From thence we 
fell into Debate of many particular Points, as of our Trade with the United Pro- 
wvinces, which they would gladly have interrupted; but it was anſwered them, 

that in this Point, or any other which ſhould concern the Intercourſe of his Ma- 

| Feſtie's Subjects with thoſe Provinces, his Majeſty was reſolved not to permit any 

thing to prejudice the ſame, but to 8 and maintaine an indifferent Form 

of Neutrallity, as well with thoſe Provinces, as with Spaine and the Archduke.

are left to Interpretation for ſaving Reputation to thoſe, that will make no 
Puarrell for things done, though they never give Conſent thereunto by their 
reaty:- And ſo ſhall it appear in the Courſe of his Majeſtic's Carriage towards 
thoſe Countries, in all things conſonant to Honour and Reaſon. To which Aſ- 
ſurance, if you ſhall ſpeak with Monſieur Barnevelt at any time, add thus much. 
more from me, That if they be not apt to multiply their own Jealouſies, (and 
to judge as the Romans were wont to do, by . of Crows and flying of 
Birds, ) they ſhall find all friendly and ju Correſpon encie : Wherein I am fo 
far from making him believe chat his Majeſtic hath only reſerved this Power in

Secondly, for that Clauſe 
which may ſeem hardeſt, where there is a Declaration that all ſuch as help them 
muſt be puniſhed ut pacis perturbatores, that was litterally accorded unto, be- 
cauſe there was never any Peace made where Subjects are not forbidden to car- 
rie Warlike Support or Victualls to the open Enemie of the other ſide. In which, 
if Conſtruction ſhould be made, that Voluntaries may not therefore paſs 
over by that Article, (Beſides, that it was _ proteſted, and is and be 
practiſed, that the King will forbid none to any ſide,) Firſt you ſee that there is 
no Publication t revoke thoſe Companies that are there already, which was in 
France at the Peace making: Next you ſhall find, in that part of the Article 
which only relateth to that which his Majeſtie bindeth himſelf unto, That his 
Majeſtie promiſeth neither to puniſh nor t6 ſtay, but only that he will not con- 
ſent; of which Word you know the Latitude as well as I. Thirdly, for all o- 
ther Offences offered by either Party one againſt another where the King hath 
Juriſdiction, it appeareth both by Treaty, and ſhall by Practice, that in all 
things his Majeſtic will proceed pars paſſu eademque menſira. What Reaſons 
therefore may be made by the bees anger of ſuſpicious Humors, or by the Par- 
 tiallity of any Man's Interpretation, who only and wholly lookerh into him-

"TOHE States General of the United Provinces of the Lou- Countries, ha- 
ving received, duely ed and rightly deliberated upon the Letters of his 
Imperiall Majeſtie, i e the ſecond of April, and of the moſt Illuſtrious 
and Noble Princes John Suveekhart Archbiſhop of Mentz, and John Chriſtian 
the ſecond Duke of Saxony, both Electors, the one Chancellour of the Holy Em- 
ire through Germany, the other high Marſhall; alſo of Wolfe Pietterick Arch- 
biſhop of Sale zbourge Legate of the Sea of Rome, and Philip Lodowick Elector 
Palatine of the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, &c. and laſtly, of the Burgomaſters 


and Councills of the two Imperiall Cities Collogne and Nurenberge, dated the 


ſixteenth of Auguſt laſt, having likewiſe heard and maturely weighed the Propo- 
ſition made in their Aſſembly on the ſixteenth of this preſent Month of May, and 
afterwards delivered in writing by Maximilian de Cochy Ambaſſador of his faid 
Imperiall Majeſtic ; they do in moſt reverent, humble and reſpective manner,

Common-weals, having long ſince imprinted in their Thoughts a generall Mo- 
narchy, or rather Tyranny, and preſuming to maintaine by Reaſon of State, 
That it can never be well with Chriſtendom, nor with the whole World, until 
rhe Pope in Spiritual Cauſes, and the King of Spaine in Temporal, be the uni- 
ver ſal Head; it being likewile to be conſidered, that the intended Treaty hath 
no Appearance of any Fruit; and that conſequently by undertaking it, the Honor 
and Reputation both of his Majeſtic, and the reſt "Ba d be greatly interreſſed and 
prejudiced, not without moſt exceeding Greif to the States aforeſaid, if they either 
directly or indirectly, ſhould give the leaſt Occaſion thereof, as knowing well 
how highly it importeth the whole State of Chriſtendom that the ſame be by all 
means preſerved and maintained: Upon all theſe Conſiderations they have hum-

where, that no Nation can live with more Contentment and Quietnefs by their 
honeſt Labours and Induſtry, then the Inhabitants of theſe faid Countries. But 
feeing that the fame, having firſt endured with extraordinary Patience all forts of 
T'yranny, tending to the annihillating and ſubverting of their Rights, Freedoms, 
Dignities, Preeminence, Good, Honor and Lives, without the ining of any 
Remedy or Ceffation of the Spaniſh Projects and Fury, either by any humble 
Suite of their own, or by the Interceſſion of the Emperonr's Majeſtic, of Ki 
Princes and Common; weales; — 1 that aſterwards, being hy en 
ceſſiry enforced to take Arms, and having for many Years, through the extraor- 
dinary Help and Grace of God, withſtood all hoſtile Attempts both by Water 
and 49 well in Adverſity as Profperity, with ſingular Conſtancy ; and in 
the mean while uſed all Endeayours, by fundry Remonſtrances, Intercefſions, 
Conferences, and Treaties, though all in vaine, it was finally-after ripe Delibera- 
tion reſolved, not only in theſe Provinces, but likewiſe in the neig King- 

doms and States, to proceed unto the utmoſt Remedy, namely to a ſolemn De- 

. theſe Countries aforeſaid are ſet in full Libs Fa and the ſame 
together with the Inhabitants, diſtharged from all Oaths, Bonds, and Promi/* 
fer, th they have been tyed and obliged to the late K ing of Spaine.

freely fay, that we will, from time to time, as occn ſion ſhall be offer'd, not be 
wanting to continue all the beſt Courſes which may be conveniently expected ar 

It remaineth, that we do direct you how to carry yourſelf towards the Am- 
baſſadors and publick Miniſters of other Princes, w hom you are like to meer 
with in that Court. Wherein we will not hide from you, that as it pleaſed. Al- 
mighty God to endue us with Pcace towards all chriſtian Princes, (which we 


worthily account to be one of the g:cateſt Bleſſings we can receive on the Earth) 
ſo we are moſt willing to entertain an! vrelers e their Friendfhips with all prince- 
ly reſpect to the utrermoſt of our Po" er, as long as it may ſtand with our Du 


to God, and with the Saſety of o'r E a'es. And therefore, becauſe it is likely 
at your firſt arrival there, you ſhall be firſt viſited by ſuch as are there before you, 
| managers 4 (as 
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(as the Cuſtom is in other Places) we would have you to uſe and entertain them d. 160F: 
with all the Complements of Amity and Friendſhip which is due unto them, ac- N 
cording to the N of the Perſons whom they doe reprefent ; making them 

know, how much we value them, and how ready we are to embrace their Friend- 
ſhip: And that for better Manifeſtation of it, we have injoyned you to hold all 
good Correſpondency with them, and to requite their Viſitations interchangeably, 

as occaſion ſhall be offered from time to time. 

But becauſe it may be the Pope's Nuncio, out of the Prerogative he claimerh 
above all chriſtian Princes, ill expect to be firſt viſited by you, and haply cauſe 
ſuch a Motion to be made unto you; if that ſhould prove foe, you may avoyde 
any ſuch Acknowledgment of Superioritie in the Pope, and only affirme, that 
as he is a ſecular Prince, we are willing to maintaine all civill Offices of Friend- 
ſhip with him, fo that it doth not extende to the Point of Conſcience, or the 
Profeſſion of our Faith; in which, by God's ſingular Goodneſs, we are reſolved tg 
live and dye. And becauſe we would be loath, by any your publick Meeting 
with the Nuncio, to miniſter occaſion of Scandal abroade, we would rather wiſh, 

that your Meeting with him might be altogether avoyded: But if he do preis ir, 
ou may. condeſcend, that it may be in private, and ſo ordered in ſome third 
lace, either by makeinge it a caſuall Mectinge or otherwiſe, as by any Acte of 
ours we ſuffer no prejudice in the Point of Honor and Precedencie ; which 
ecting being once performed, you may afterwards ayoid to have any furthet 
Dealing with him. F | 
y, we muſt enjoyne you, for the good of our Setvice, to hold Cotreſ: 
pondencie and Entercourſe of Letters with other our Ambaſſadors and Miniſters, 
whom we employ elſewhere, as in France, at Venice, with the Archdutes, &c:

 1DEING arrived here upon the to of this Month, I thought it fitt to give 
DD your Honors preſent Knowledge, having before from the Creyne written 
to my Lord of Cranborne ſuch occurrents (though as finall Effect) as that poor 
and eleygned Place did afford, wherein I hope your Lordſhips will better allow of 
my Diligence then if I had wholly uſed Silence. From the time of our Landing 
until the Recovery of this Place, there paſſed ſome thirty Days, whereof ten 


were ſpent at the Groyze in expectance of means to convey us, and the reſt in N 
our Journey hether; wherein although nothing wanted that the Power of the | 
King could performe, yet did the exceedinge {s of Place, and Poyertye 


of that whole Countrey, inforce us to many Sufferances; whereof none had a 
greater feeling then my ſelf; who by meanes thereof, for the Space of three or 
four Days became very ſicke and hardly able to endure journey. When his Ex- 
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Ar. 1605. cellencie came within a Mile of the Citte he was met by one Don Blaſco de Arra- 
WY gor, and the Apoſendador Maior of the King's Courte, who by Commandement of 
BE kis Majeſtie attended him. At this Voyage being diverted from following 

his way, and drawne into the Garden of 4 private Gentleman, the Houre of the 
Day was then about four in the Afternoone, the Weather being very fair, yer 
threatening a Showre towards Night, his Excellency ſtayed there at leaſt two 
Houres, expecting the Conſtable and other Dukes and Noblemen which ſed 
there to receive him and accompanie him to the Towne. In the ende worde be- 
ing brought that they were comeing, his Lordſhip rooke Horſe and fo did the reſt 
of the ompanie; and meeting them, aſter the ordinarie Complements, wherein 
this Nation doth abound, being to goe towards the Towne a great Showre of 
Raine overtoke us, which enforced us to enter again into our Coaches; yet ha- 
ving ſent to my Lord a Gennet of his owne he once againe took Horſe, and fo 
did the reſt of the Dukes and Noblemen. Yet ſuch was the Vehemencie of the 
Raine, as his Excellency's Trayne was enforced to enter into the Cittie in great 
Diſorder, ſome in Coaches, and others to eſcape the Extreamity of the Weather, 
brake the Ranks and gallopid; ſo as the Shewe of the Trayne, which was intend- 
ed to have been performed in the beſt Sorte, and which the King and Qucen in 
Perſone, in Places inted for the purpoſe attended ro bechould, proved not 
anſwerable to * There rode on the one ſide of my Lord Admirall, 
the Dukes del Infantago, and Alba, on the other fide the Conſtable and the 
Duke of Oſſaua, and next before him my ſelfe, accompanied with the Duke of 
Seſſa and the Conde of. The Noblemen and Gentlemen who came to meet 
with his Excellencie and accompanied him to his Lodginge, were (as I thinke) 
to the Nombre of 200 well horſed and appointed, and many of them attended 
with their Coaches. I will not inlarge my ſelf further in theſe Matters of Cere- 
monie and Circumſtance, —— that your Lordſhips ſhall ſhortly heare them 
by particular Relation from my Lord himſelf. 
1 — Saturday the Eighteenth of May in the Afternoon, his Excellencie had 
Acceſſe both to the King and Queen, and was verey graciouſely entertained and 
uſed by them both, and ſo were the Noblemen Gentlemen that attended 
him. My ſelſe, according to the Cuſtome of the Place, came not abroad, fot 
that I had not then kiſſed the King's Hande. In the meane time I was viſitted by 
the Ambaſſadoure of Venice, and tent unto by him of France; both of them hay- 
ing as far as Lemanca, where we ſtayed one whole Day beefore our comeing to 
Valladolid, ſent their Secretaries to viſite my Lord Admirall and my ſelf, with 
many „ Offers. Upon Menducſday being the 199 of this Month, 
the Conſtable invited his Excellencie, my ſelf, and all the Noblemen and Gentle- 
men of the Trayne to Dinner, where we were very kindly entertained and high- 
ly feaſted. But ſuch was the exceedinge Nombre of Men and Woemen that 
ſtoode on both ſides of the Table, and fo greate the preſſe of Men and anſbame- 
Faceduc ſi of the Women, as the Service in my ſeeming was performed with no 
grace or order. The Dinner continued longe, and it was almoſt two of the 
locke before it begann; for his Excellencie attended to ſee the King and Queene 
oe to Churche, being the firſt time of hir Majeſtic's cominge abroade ſince ſhee 
ad beetaken hir to her Chamber. The ſame was very ſolemly and graciouſſy 
performed, and both the King well attended with Lords very ſumptuouſſy appa- 
relled, and the Queen with Ladies of like Sorte, whereof many were beautifull 
and well graced: Before wee aroſe from the Table, word was brought that his 
+ Majeſtic expected my Lord Admiral and my ſelfe, who ther went preſent- 
ly to the Courte and were brought into the King by We found his Ma- 
zeltie in his Gallerie fanding upright againſt a little Table in the midſt of the 
ſame, accompanied with the Duke of Lerma and others of greate Qualitie. 
There his Excellencie (having before with my ſelf had warninge given us to be 
very ſhorte) did preſent mee to his Majeſtie; and my ſelſe, after the Deliverie 
of the King's Letters, offerred my Service unto him in all things that might tend 
to the Conſervation of the Peace and Continuation of the brotherly Love be- 
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tweene the King my Maſter and his Majeſtic. Whereunto he made Anſwere, An. 1605, 
That the King his Brother having ſent one ſo well diſpoſed as my felf, did well . 2 


«* correſpond with the reſt of thoſe ko wg of his Love and good Intention 
which he formerly had ſhewed, that I was very welcome unto him, and 
* ſhould willingly have Acceſs as often as Occaſion ſhall be offerred. Aſter 
. « ſome few other Speeches uſed to my Lord Admirall, his Majeſtic asked him 
if he would not in like manner bringe him to the Queene, which his Lordſhip 
« affirming to his Deſire”, rakeing our Leaves of the King, we were preſentlie 
brought by his Majeſtic's Chamberline to her. To whome, after my Lord had 
preſented me, and that I had both offerred my Service and proteſted my good 
Affection to the King and her, and her Majeſtic had anſwered again in very gra- 
cious and good Tearmes, my Lord Admirali delivered unto her a Jewell ſent 
by the Queene our Miſtreſs; and after many ſhorte Speeches exchanged between 
| chan; we took our Leaves. * 
The 250 of this Month, being Satterday, when his Excellencie and my ſelf 
expected we ſhould growe to a full Concluſion, both of all Subſtances and Cir- 
cumſtances concerninge the King's Oathe for the Obſervation of the Articles of 
Peace, (which as was ſaid to us was purpoſed by his Majeſtie to be perſormed the 
next Day,) the Conſtable and the Conde of Oli vares, (a Man of many Yeres and 
an ancient Counſellor of that _ with other young Marquiſſes, came in the 
Forenoonto _—_— Lord Admirall. Aſter the ordinarie Complements were end- 
ed, and the Ma es removed, his Excellencie, the Conſſable, the Conde Oli- 
_ wares, and my ſelf, to entreate of the Buſineſs of the next oy My 
Lord Admirall required that the Articles touchinge the Germaine Marchands/es, 
and the other concerninge the Inquiſſtion, (whereunto the Conflable had conde- 
ſcended, and by Vertue of his Commiſſion had undertaken that the King ſhould 
allowe and confirme them as the reſt,) might be comprehended in the Inſtruments 
of Rarification ; and that when the Oathe ſhould be taken, his Excellencie and 
my felf might dine with his Majeſtie, as the Conſtable and the King's Ambaſſador 
 refident done in Exg/and. Further, that the Oathe might be taken in ſome 
Church, Chappell, or ſacred Place, and framed verbatim mutatis mutandis, ac- 
cording to that which was taken by the King our Maſter; and that all otherFor- 
malities might correſpond with what by him had bid done before. To the firſt 
the Conftable anſweared, that theſe Artigles were neither agreed on, nor ſo much 
as ſpoken of, till all the reſt were coneluded and confirmed under the Hands of 
all he Commiſſioners, and that they were all merely yelded unto by himſelſe ex 
gratia. That for the Germaine Marchandiſes were contented thoſe Arti- 
cles ſhould be incerted, and that the other concerninge the * might be 
comprehended implicite, but not particulated nor expreſſed. That the King had 
determined to take the Oathe in a greate Chamber appointed for the Purpoſe: 
And the Reaſons for his ſo doing were, That noe Man of different Religion un- 
_ confeſſed, or that came not to Communicate, might be receiued into the Church, 
there to per forme any public Ate. That the Caſe of the King here did much 
differ from that of the King of Greate Brittaine ; that the King there did aſſume 
_ wnto 81. not only Royall but Papall Aut horitie, and therefore might diſpoſe 
of the Church at his Pleaſure: That the King here rooke to himſelf Aurboritie 
 Royall only, and ſubmitted all Juriſdiction Spiritual to the Pope, whom under 
Penalty of Excommunication he was bound to obey. That if the King himſelf 
deſired to have the ſame Acte performed in the Church or Chappell, yet his Cler- 
gie would by noe meanes permit it, who in aſſenting thereunto ſhould, iplo facto, 
incurr Excommunication.

And my ſelfe ſaid to the Conde Olivares, that conſidering the Oppoſition made 
ainſt it was founded only upon Example and former Ulage, and not upon Rea- 
| fon, I thought that the King my Maſter leading the waye in that kind of Curte- 
ſie, (who being royally and magnificently ſerved at his Table, was ſecond to no 
Prince in Chritendome) might ſufficientlie exemplarie to the King of Spaine, 
and give him Cauſe to alter his former Cuſtome. Beſides, in myne Opinion it 
was a Point to breed Envy to the King, that he only ſhould make that Reſtraint, 
when others ſo mighty Kings of his own Sortc and Condition, with ſo great Fa- 
cilitye, did allow of it.

But hereunto his Ex- 
cellencie beginning to give an Anſweare, was interrupted by Don Blaſto, who 
faid, that thoſe ers fitted not the preſent time, but were to be treated of 
with me who was to remayne here; who faid, whenfoever I ſhould be dealt 
withall therein, I hoped I ſhould give ſuch Anſweare as ſhould be fully ſatisfacto- 
rie.

Upon the 286 of this Month, his Excellencie, my ſelf, and all the Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, dined with the Duke of Lerma; where we were very royally 
entertained und ſeaſted, and the ſame performed in very good Order and Decen- 
cy. Two Marqueſſes and two Earles (a matter in Spaine very extraordinarie) 
attended on the Table, and one of the Marqueſſes perfo the Office of a 
Carver. Aſter Dinner we had a Commedy, of more Length then Pleaſure. 
The King and Queen were in a place where they beheld us whileſt we ſate at 
Dinner, and did alſo ſee the Commedy; ſo did all the Ladies of the Court like- 
wiſe, for whom there was an Roome provided on purpoſe. Upon F. 
day, being the laſt of this Month and Corpus Chriſt: Day, a very ſolemn Proceſ- 
ſion was celebrated here, which the King, the Prince of Savoy, the Cardinal of 
Toledo, the Ambaſſadors of the Empire, France, and Venice, did honor with 
their Preſence, every one of them carrying in their Hands a Torche; the Pictures 
of Chriſt, of our Lady, and many other ed Saints, with infinite Croſſes 
were carried, and attended by a great No of Prieſts and Religious Men of 
Much was it to be noted that they would make ſo great a Mixture of Things 
Sacred with Prophane. For in the ſame Proceſſion went alſo counterfeit Dra- 
s, Gyants, and diſguiſed Moriſdancers, who danced and ſung within the 
ks of ſome of the Fryers. Very late it was before the fame was finiſhed, and 
the King had not dyned till between three and four of the Clock in the Aſter- 
noone.

Admirall and I upon Stooles beneath the ſame on the one band, and the Cardi- 
nall upon the other, the Dukes and other Grandees ſuti 2 a Forme on the 
Cardinals ſide ſome prittie diſtance lower, the Cardinall (having in his Hand 
a Paper wherein the maxter of the Oath was written) roſe and after Reye- 
rance done to his Majeſtic, with a lowde Voyce read the fame unto him; and a 
littell Table being in the meane time brought and ſett before the King, with a lit- 
tell Bible of St. Ferome's Tranſlation, the Crucifix laid. within it, the King 
kneelinge and laying his Hands upon it, under which were alſe the Articles of 
the Peace delivered in a Parchment Writcing unto his Majeſtic, did ſolemnly pro- 
miſe and ſweare the Performance of them. My ſelfe ſecing not the Kinge ſub- 
ſcribe unto the Paper of the Oathe, ſtepped unto the Cardinall and asked, whe- 
ther the King had ſet his Hand to it; wherein he not reſolving me, I asked the 
like Queſtion to the Secretarie Prado. By whom finding it not done, I acquaint- 
ed my Lord Admirall with it, who employing the Confiable to the King to require 
it of him, a Penn was brought him, — h be inſtantly ſi it, and ſo 
ariſeing went in the ſame order as he came unto the Chamber of Preſence, my 
Lord Admirall uſeing ſome ſhorte Speeches by the way; and there bidding us a- 
dieu, he withdrew himſelfe unto his privie Lodginge. = 
I aſſure your Lordſhipps that the King's Preſence (wherein there's as much 
Gracefullneſs as can be in a Perſon of his Stature) promiſeth and performerh more 
then we expected. For myne own parte, I take him to be of an exceeding good 
Nature, and of a plaine Heart. It is here noted, that he hath in his Love and 
' Reſpeft to the King our Maſter, done more Honor and Grace to my Lord Admi- 
rall, then ever he did to any of his Tmployment in this Kingdome. And to fa 
the truth, my Lord hath carried himſelfe with ſo honorable Regard, as he 
well meritted the Favours he hath received. The Duke of Lerma ſtriveth to 
make all poſſible Demonſtrations of his Deſire of the King our Maſter his Favor. 
He profeſſeth he hath been always deſireous of this Peace, and that he will uſe 
all poſſible means to nouriſhe the Amitie betweene rhe two r promiſeth 
to negociate with my ſelfe alwaies with a plaine and ſincere Harte. The more 
reaſon I have to believe that herein he meaneth as he ſpeaketh, for that he that 
hath ſo much Peace and Happines within, hath greate cauſe to deſire to be free

Hereupon, when we had conſider d how tender a thing it would 
be to preſs exemplary Puniſhment upon the Actor, who are martiall Men, and 
now become ſo gracious and popular among the People by this and ſuch like o- 
ther Services, as it would be a mortall Wound for them, who are not ſo capable 
of Limits and Bounds of Civill Conſtitutions, to ſee thoſe puniſhed by their Friends 
who looſe their Lives in their Defence; we began to find our ſelyes fo ſtraighten'd 
on both ſides, as we were content to give them a Promiſe to uſe our beſt per- 
ſwaſions to the Hates, that for our fake they will not deny them paſſage into 
Flanders, and yet we have no further undertaken to uſe any Mediation towards 
the States in this Particular, then as an earneſt Requeſt; to which we would re- 
ceive their Anſwer, without any Unkindneſs, if their Reply appear to be ground- 
ed upon any reaſonable Foundation. We added alſo ſo ach Kuthne to the Am- 
ador of Spaine, that ſeeing we ſee dayly, if this Liberty ſhould ſtill be conti- 
ned by the King of Spaine, to aſſign our Havens and Ports for an ordinary 
Rende foous of his Fleets of War, where no Shipps of that nature can challenge 
any Protection here by our Treaty if they exceed the Number limitted of ſix or 
* and thoſe only upon — of Storm, or to take freſh Water or Victu- 
7; or if he ſhall make uſe of our Shipping (as now he did begin) for Tranſ- 
port of his Armies, whereby our Subjects run Hazard of Loſs in paſſing the 
third Party, we ſhall appear more confident or leſs provident then any bother 
King of Europe in regard of his pollitick Body ought to be, how great ſdever 
the perſonal and private Affections between them may be. To which it was re- 
plyed, that if we would procure this preſent Paſſage, they would ſtand to their 


Adventure hereafter; and knowing their Errour, give us Satisfaction. 


For this cauſe therefore we ſent for their Agent, as well to fatisfy himſelf, as 
them in him, of theſe urgent Cauſet which had drawn us now to ſeek for more 


then that which was due by meer Juſtice, becauſe we had formerly vouchſafed . 


to ſettle his Thoughts, when we found him poſſeſſed with divers Fears and Fea- 
louſies, leaſt the Importunities of Spaine and the Archdukes, or the inward 
Senſe of the Violence offered us, might have drawn us into ſome ſuch ſharp 
Demands at could not well be yeilded to with the Sub ency of their Eſtate; 
deſiring him to take the beſt Courſe he could, and to uſe his beſt Advice to ſe- 
cond tha Remonſtrarce which you ſhould uſe at this time in our Behalf, not only 
co ing this, but concerning the Intercourſe in gue with the Archdukes, 
which is ſo much from Day to Day, no leſs ag own People, then by 
thoſe Princes. Of theſe Particularities therefore when you have ſo inform d 
them, as you may clearly ſee on what Conditions we undertook to propound it, 
we require you firſt to lay before them, how far we have been from ſieking at 
any time to improve their Obligations towards us, by pretending that we would 
underhand continue more of thoſe good Offices to them, than we would 
be glad our Friends that are their Enemies ſhould know, and fo by that kind of 
Art go about to multiply the Value of _ good turn of ours, as if we ran the 
Peril every Day to break our Peace for their Cauſe; but on the contrary have 
clearly laid open (in all our Proceedings with other Princes) that as we meant to 
obſerve ſincerely the Amity with Spazne and the Archdukes our Brothers, Nn 
to our Treaty and their good Merit, ſo we would never become the States Ad- 
ver ſarie for any of their Cauſes, unt ill ſeen Wrong or Ingratitude were 
firſt offered to us, and our State; in which reſſ we hope, that when the 
States do conſider, that much of the Judgment which will be made of our future 
Purpoſes in the Practiſe of the Treaty, will be grounded upon their Obſervation 
of our Beginnings, they will ſo examine the Reaſon of our Actions, and diſtin- 
guiſn of our preſent Motion at this time, (making our Caſe their own) as we may 
receive ſome ſuch Anſwer at their Hands, as whilſt we ſtudy to preſerve the Opi-

rather to preſs them in any thing, whereof they make any Argument that 

their State ſhall receive the leaſt Diminution of Profit, which were in effect to 

prefer their Ends abſolutely before our oum, or our Friends. 

For the Matter therefore in queſtion, ſeeing nothing is more clear then the 

Actions of Hoſtillitie uſed in our Parts, or rather in the Chambers of our King- 

dom, not only in purſuit ex ſang bouillaut, but in cold Blood; nor nothing more 
contrary to the Rules of Amity, then to ſuffer ſuch a Violence to be offered by 

the Miniſter of any King in Europe to our Friends, (upon any Conſideration 
whatſoever) we fhall little need to furniſh you with Arguments to prove, that 

nothing is more jaſt then that we muſt have Satisfaction in one kind or other. 
Therefore ſeeing nothing can be leſs harmfull, then that kind of Satisfaction, 

which makes it evident to all the World, that nothing is ſought for but by cour- 

teh, ſaving that which ought to be denyed to none in any private Conſiderati- 
on, you may fay this unto them, that foraſmuch as may be laid of any Tithe of 
| Reputation, (whereof they have as much Caule to P jealous oftentimes, as of 
Subſtance) we think clearly that the conſenting at this time to our Motion upon 


theſe Terms, will add to their Greatneſs, and not diminiſh it; eſpecially conſider- 
ing alſo, that this handfull which is left is of no ſuch Importance (in reſpect of 
the Difference in paſſing into Flanders or returning into Sparne,) as to be com- 
| pared with the leaſt of many Inconveniences which r extream 4 Procedure 
may work in their Minds at this time. For the States may well conſider, that 
this Proceeding of ours, wherein we ſhew ſo great and juſt a reſpect to them, as 
we will never go about to preſs them but only by way of requeſt, to do any 
ſuch thing as may tend to their Prejudice in theſe their Enemies Adventures, 
will cut off their Hopes hereafter to undertake any fuch Enterpriſes, and will al- 
ſo make them leſs curious to complaine of any Actions of ours, where they may 
ſuſpect, that we offer them more fayour then we ought by virtue of the Treaties 
between us, which dayly falls out in the Matter of Trade, becauſe they ſee we 
ſuffer our Subjects to be deprived of that Beneſit, which is the Birthright of all 
Subjects, as ſoon as Peace is concluded between their Princes.

Nov fhall underſtand, that ſome ten Ships laden with Spaniſh Souldiers, be- 
ing in all ſome twelve Companies, did put forth of Lisbon, with a purpoſe 
to go for Flanders to the Archduke's Service, and were met here in the narrow 
Seas with the Fleet of the States, which hath lyen thereabout in wait for them 

theſe ſix Weeks and more. The Spaniards were aſſaulted Alto Mari, and pur- 
ſued by the Srates very futiouſly, even unto the Limitts of his Majeſties Har- 
bour of Dover, and there ceaſed not to committ many Action of ofillity 4. 
gainſt them, notwithſtanding that his Majeſtie's Officers did what they could to 
protect the diſtreſſed that fled to them for Succour. The Loſs which the Span- 

| @rds have ſuſtained in all, is about four hundred Men, and of the Veſlells which 

were all imbargain d or hyred of England, Scotland, or Eafterlings, ſave only 
two Carvalls of Portugall, five of them were preſerved within the Port of Do- 
ver, the reſt either taken by the Hollander before they came in, or conſumed 
by Fight and Fire; of which no one had eſcaped, if by the Artillery from the 
Fort of Dover, the States Ships had not been forced to retire from farther Vio- 
lence upon the Spaniards within his Majeſtie's Limitts, inſomuch as the Cannon 
from the Shore kill'd not ſo few as one hundred Men in the Holland Fleet. So as 
hereby it is evident enough that his Majeſty follows the Contents of his own

Secretary was admitted, when I had deducted very orderly the Nature of our 
Complaints to which we have not as yet procured Remedie, and that the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador was to make anſwere to it, hee digreſſed from the Point it ſelf, and 
fell into the Repetition of ſome fewe Injuries done here in the narrowe Seas upon 
ſome Subjects of his Majeſtie's by the Hollander c. To which it was anſwered 
him plainely, that his Complaints were little ſuitable to ours; becauſe the re- 
dreſſing of ours did meerly conſiſt in his Maſter's own Power, and were commit- 
ted immediately by his owne Officers; and their Complaints were of that Nature, 
as his Majeſtie were but accidentally interreſted in the fame, and could procure

For his Majeſtie's Subjects both of Exg/and and Scotland that here ſuc 
for Reſtitution, I find no Redreſs, nor for the preſent much w To conclude, 
things here are in much Diſorder and Confuſion: All infected with the malig- 
nant Breath of 1 and other Fugitivet and ill affected Countrymen 
of our owne. To I muſt leave the Event of all things, and to your Lordſhip 
in meane time wiſh all the Honor and Happineſs I can, and reſt,

You ſhall therefore underſtand, that it is true, that one 
Thomaſo Franciſto Brother to Collonel Jacques, who hath been ſometimes Page 
to the Lord Chancellor Hatton, being lately come into England, had ſeverall 
Conferences with one Captaine #/i/liam Neuce, who the laſt Year carryed two | 
hundred voluntary Iriſhmen into Spaine, and being come thither was ſuſpected 
to have ſome extraordinary Deſign in Hand. Hereupon this Newce was impri- 
ſoned in Spaine, bur after diverſe Examinations was ſet at Liberty, and willed 
to repair to Bruſſels, to receive ſome Entertainment there. Whilſt Neuce was 
in Hpaine, he fell acquainted and very inward with Jacques; who having often 
aggravated Neuce's Diſcontentment againſt his Majeſty, (for being now caſhier d, 
and left without 4 Entertainment at all,) and finding the Fa 4 Neuce to be 4 
Man fit to undertake any deſperate Attempt in reſpect of bis preſent Neceſſi- 
ties, did propoſe means to him to raiſe his Fortunes if he would be directed b 
him; bur the Particulars of it he deferred to 1 1 him with, till they two 
mould meet in the Low Countries. Hereupon Neuce went to Brufſe//s to meet 
with Jacques againe, where they had many Conferences; in which Jacques re- 
 membred Nexce of his ill uſuage by his Majeſty, telling him till, that if it were 
his own Caſe, he would be revenged againſt his Perſon if be were the greateſt 
King in Chriſtendom, and that a Worm being trod upon, would turn againe;

WO or three Days before the Arrivall of your Servant, I received a Packert

Brother recommended here to his Majeſty. In that Packett, the Count beſides 
many Compliments both to his Majeſtie and to my ſelf, hath written at large in 

Juſtification of his Chancellor, and the reports he made of the ion of 


the ſaid Count, and the Attempt upon his eldeſt Son; all which he affirmerh'to be 
true, howſoever by the Town they be denyed. He writeth likewiſe a long 


Anſwer to the laſt Letter which the Town wrote to his Majeſty, wherof his Ma- 


| jeſty ſent a Copy to the Count, to make him ſee that the Town was not fo alie- 
nated from al Reconciliation, and that the Town did not impure the Occaſion of 
all theſe Differences fo much to the Count himſelf, whom they acknowledge their 
lawfull Soveraign, as to the factious Inſtigation of ſome of his Miniſters. : 
Io all which, after that the Count had greatly inveighed againſt the Town 
and their rebellious Proceedings againſt him, yet he is contented againe at his 
Majeſtie's Inſtance to hearken to another Meeting, and therein he deſireth your 
Preſence and Aſſiſlance, as before he had. In which reſpect, ſince that the 
Count now perſevereth in that intent, and that his Maj — that by this 
Conference things may be drawn to an Iſſue, or at leaſt er Diſcovery 
may be made of each others Courſes, his Majeſty is pleaſed that you repair to 
the Place of Meeting, and endeavor by all indifferent means as much as you can 
to further the compounding of theſe Troubles amongſt them. In the particular 
Carriage whereof, as his Majeſty cannot fo preciſely direct you what you are prin- 
cipally to inſiſt becauſe all Cir es are not fo particularly known 
here, ſo his Pleaſure is, that according to his former Directions you are to con- 
curr as much as may be with the States of the United Provinces, who ſeem 
to have as great an Affection to have theſe Differences compounded, in 
of their own Charge and Safety.

fore ſecing we may be no other than Newtralls,. and ſeeing we did make Pro- 
teſtat ion at their Treaty, that his Majeſty intended not to fight for his Trade in 

landers with the States Shipps in the narrow Seas that lye before the Ports, 
(though he giveth his Subjects leave to go, and wiſherh they could go without In- 
terruption, ) if you ſhall find that his Majeſtic's Subjects ſhall be rhus 157 annized 
in Sparne, as to have no right becauſe we will not yield to more than ever was 
promiſed, it will be then high time for his Majeſtie to bethink him of ſome other 

otrſe, for which be had never fairer Overtures for fireight and potent Con- 


junclure. All which notwithſtanding, I do affirme unto you, that if his Maje- 


ſtic and the Councell may find ſuch Meaſure in his Subjects Trade only as he 
may not be eſteemed over Cold in their Behalf; (oyer whom Almighty God hath 
made him ſole and ſupreame Governour,) he is fully reſolved to obſerve to them 
all ſuch Proceedings as either the Treaty, it ſelf or the Intention of the Treatie 
(mutuallie proteſted on all ſides) can require.

may be he will write of this. I doubt not but you will eaſily anſwer it, that can 
well diſcearne whether in this time thoſe Scandalls will be digeſted by the Peo- 
ple of this Cittie at his Hands, when the reſt of the adors having been 
warned uſed it if non caſte tamen caute. News come no ſooner that the Officers 


had done this, but preſent Order was ſent they ſhould forbear ſo much as to 


come neare his Gate any more; by which meanes, though it was knowne that 
Perſons of good Quality were within, they all eſcaped. - Of all which when wee 
did inform him, as being ſorry that thoſe Accidents happened, he ſeemed to 
make /0 light of it, as he layd, it was not his Fault, they would come in whe- 
ther he would or not. To which we temperately replyed, that ſuch an Anſfwere 


would not be taken at your Hands in Spaine. 


It may be you may likewiſe hear, that when they go abroad in their Coaches 


or in the Fields, ſome Di ſcaurteſie may be offerred by the common People; for 


of that they ſpeake unto us. Of which, as the Reaſon may eaſily be given, con- 


ſidering the Reports made of the i Uſage of his Majeſtie s Subjects in Spaine; 
yet it is true, (and ſo we proteſt to God) we told him that whenſoe ver he ſhould 


produce any ſuch, the Offender ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed. Which we did not 
only deliver unto them, but took a verie apt Occaſion to ſhew them, howe 
ſtrangely his Majeſtie's own Perſon was uſed in Autwerpe. Which Fact we

Sir Charles Cornwallis, | 28h November 1606. 
HEN his Majeſty underſtood by your Letter of the 24 of the laſt 
| Month of the great Affliction which God hath laid upon your Familie, 
both in rakeing away at once ſo many of your Setvants of beſt Ranke and moſt 
neceſſarie uſe about you, and in viſiting ſo many more with grieveous Sickneſs, 
he was truely much afflicted with ir, and ſo were all we, that have reaſon to be 
carefull, as well out of Love to your particular, as for the Hazard of his Ma- 
jeſtie's Service might runn if any ſuddain or unexpected Dangers ſhould befall ro 
your Perſon; from which I beſeech God to deliver you, an aſſiſt you with his 
Holy Spirit that you may patiently and magnanimouſly bear out ſo great a Try- 
all. Concerning th'other Points conteyned in your Letter, and elpecially the 
Report you have heard of my delivering Copies abroad of your Letters, and of

| An. 1606. ſome Speeches delivered by the Secretarie de Prado; if my Letter of the 27% of 
A > Auguſt had been come to your Hands you had been ſufficiently and fully inform- 


ed of the Truth of it, and of the whole Courſe of our Proceedings here, which 
(by his Majeſtie's Privity and Direction) we were forced to take with the Spa- 
niſh Ambaſſador here, for to make him the more ſenſible and capable to repreſent 
the great Maſſe of Complaints which are dailie brought to his Majeſtic, and to 
make him ſee the intollerable Delaies, or rather Denyal of Juſtice in ain, upon 
a ſuppoſed Pretext that the ſaid Ambaſſador could receive no Juſtice here, but 
char he ras ſtrangely neglected in all his Deſires and Demaunds, and ill uſed b 
all his Majeſtic's Councell, as more particularlie is deducted in the ſaid Diſpat 
Of which, becauſe I do now perceive ſome doubt that ſome evill Accident may 
have befallen it by the way either by intercepting or imbezelling the fame, I 
have thought good to ſend you a Copie at large of it with all ſuch things as were 
adjoyned to it, than T way of Abſtraction to leave ſome _ untouched, 
which might give you ſome —_ to any of the Circumſtances. I do therefore 
for Brevitie ſake referr you to the ſame, not doubting but it will abundantlie ſa- 
tisſie you that here hath beene nothing donne, but that which was juſt and 
moſt neceſſarie for his Majeſtie's Service, and not any wiſe prejudiciall to your 
ſelf: For things being come to ſuch a height of Alteration in Spaine, as to bring 
forth fuch peremprary Denyals of Taſhice, or ſuch raſh and intemperate An- 
ſwers to your ſelf or your Miniſters by ſome great ones in that State, and this 
meerly proceeding from the ill Judgment by the Lzegzer here, (which he avow- 
eth) it could not be avoyded to make you Author in Counterballance of his Per- 
ſon, thereby in time t unmacke thoſe hidden Aﬀettions, and to make them ſee 
how truely ſenſible his Majeſtie ought tobe of his Subjefts Grievances. All which 
to be repreſented, not out of idle Reports of Merchants or Parties agreeyed, but 
out of your own Advertizements, whoſe Eyes and Ears are the proper Organs 
by which his Majeſtic ſeeth and heareth — therefore ſome ſhort Abſtracts 
were thought fitteſt to be made out of your Letters, and yet qualifyed with ſuch 
Words Terms as were farr from Bitterneſs and Paſſion. Which Courſe I held 
to be beſt agreeable to the Profeſſion of Honor and Integrity in his Majeſtie's 
Behalf, eſpecially ſeeing you did write ſo deſperately of any future Remedy.

But ſeeing it is to be preſumed that the Pac iſcation

uſed in all Actions of this kind; publick Aſſemblies and Treaties ſerving rather 
to give Form and Authority, then to prepare and examine the eſſentiall Parts 
that are incident to ſuch an Mair. In which Conſiderations, you may not for- 
that we are not only intereſſed in this Treaty, in regard of that common In-

concerning that chargable Support which they have received during the Time of the 
Warrs: In which reſpect in your Negotiation with the Srates, they muſt be parti- 

cularly remembred that we expect to know what ſhall be their Reſolution to ſatisfy 


us in all thoſe things which do depend upon their Pacification, as well for the 


cautionary Towns, as for our maine Charge; tho' in your joynt Diſcourſes with 
the French and them, the common Intereſt muſt be the ordinary Argument uſed 


for our Intervention in this Treaty. We think likewiſe fit that you do ſound al- 


do oblige them. You ſhall likew

(as we conceive it is) to make known to the Princes of Spaine and the Arch-

. A Matter which ought to content the States, that will be the better valued 
towards Spaine by our Conjunction therein, and likewiſe neceſſary for us, that 


ve be no Stranger to their Proceedings, nor ſuffer the Spaniard to conceive that 


they intend to neglect chat due reſpects ro which our Benefits and their Treaties 

ile whilſt you are upon this ſubje of Peace, re- 
member them how neceſſary it is, that they inſiſt as formerly they have done to 
procure Freedom of Conſtience to the other Provinces, with all other things ne- 
— for the Preſervation of their Religion, under the Profeſſion whereof God 
hath ſo far bleſſed them beyond E ion. Thar all Spaniards and Italians

With theſe and ſuch like other Circumſtances you may well ſpend time, and ex - Au. 1607 
change ſo much Diſcourſe as may ſerye you to make them open themſelves unto TV 
you, and fo be able to give us the better Foundation whereupon to build, which 
is the thing we moſt deſire. For when we do deſcend to take into our Thoughts 
the Remembrance of things that are paſt, and comparing the former Grounds 
whereon they ſtood, with thoſe on which they can now content to be, we muſt 
confeſs that we are driven to many doubts which way to take, on what to truſt, 
and whom to believe. Firſt for that which may be in the States Intention to ac- 
cept of Peace, this may be conceived, that (howſoever they have been content- 
ed to ſerve themſelves of this fair Overture, thereby to draw the Princes to take 
more Care of them) they are ſo wiſe as to conſider, that by the Peace the Pro- 
vinces are in of Ruine, if not ſuddenly, yet /en/an ſine ſenſu. Such be- 
ing the Nature of their People, when the once behold the Greatneſs of 
thoſe Princes under whom the reſt of the Prodinots ſhall live, they will be allur- 
ed rather to adhere unto them by Degrees, then to remaine as now they do; 
the better ſort of them being like to be won by Corruption or Ambition to change 
their Fortunes, whereof they know the beſt, when they have loſt their former 
Reputation which they had by the Warrs, and are only left to the Fortune they 
enjoy in a petty State of a new Erection, full of Emulation and Diſtraction.

unto, and that for any thing hath been done yet in this Truce, things are remain- 
ing as the States Deputies have aſſured us in integro, you ſhall do well general- 
ly to comfort them as much as may be in this good Reſolution ; both by -

been, they cannot ſubſiſt. In which Demand you may repreſent unto them, firſt, 
howſoever their Conſervation and Intereſt may be oy Ig to this Crown and 
to that of France, yet it is beyond * * that the Benefit of this War is only 
to come unto themſelves, and not to others; and therefore the States muſt not 
look to be aſſiſted in it only as they would deſire, but give leave to other Princes 
alſo, not to neglect their own Occaſions, tho' ſecondarily they be willing to have 
regard of them. And therefore to propoſe directly that we and France ſhould 
preſently enter with them into a War againſt Spaine, or otherwiſe they muſt be 
driven to make any Peace, were a _ e full of Timerity and Raſhneſs, 
which would bring more Motives to diſtaſte their Cauſe then to further it. 
Their Demands, as much as we can cive, will be firſt an Offer of a League 
| defenſive, between ar, France, and them; to which howſoever France may be 
_ diſpoſed, yet for our part, it tending directly to the Overthrow of our Peace 
with Spaine, we think it not ſo convenient in the Conſideration of our own Af- 
fairs, to condeſcend unto it upon a ſudden, neither at their Motion; but chuſe ro 
reſerve unto our ſelves the Libeety, which God and the good of our own Eſtate 
' ſhall put into our Minds. Next a more liberall Contribution to the Charges of 
the War then heretofore hath been; in which particular you muſt repreſent unto 
them likewiſe the preſent Condition of our State, exhauſted of Treaſure both by 
reaſon of a chargeable War heretofore undertaken meerly for their ſakes, and 
ſince by extraordinary Charges that were incident in our Settlement of our firſt 
Beginnings in this Crown, and the forbearance we have hitherto uſed to demand 
a Debt of them, with many other Aſſiſtances to them, whereby we have been 
much prejudiced in our Subjects Trade in Haine and the Archduke's Country. 
Concerning any League defenſrue to be made in Caſe the Peace ſhould go for- 
ward, which happily the States will alſo propoſe between France, and vs and 


them, thereby both to gaine the more Credit to themſelves, and to bind Spazne 
the rather to the Obſervation of the Conditions which ſhall be agreed on; al- 


though we are willing for our part to take hold of all good Occaſions which may

Laſtly in your Proceeding with Count Maurice, you ſhall deliver him our 
Letter, and aſſure him of the Continuance of our good Affection towards him, 


and of the Reſpect we have of his deſerving to that State. That we have given 
you in Chas to recommend the Conſideration of it to the Stares, whether they 


incline to War or Peace ; but for deſcending into any Particulars of it, for as 
much as we do not know what may content his Expectation of them, we muſt 


leave it to his own opening of himſelf; only with this Aſſurance, that upon 


knowledge of it, we will willingly imploy our ſelves that he may receive the 
| beſt Contentmenr, as far as it may ſtand with the generall Good and Unity of 
thoſe Provinces.

Furthermore, becauſe you are to meet the French Commiſſioners in Holland, 
to prevent any le which ily you might make about precedency, we are 


contented to expreſs our ſelves that you may yeild it unto them, as we are in- 
formed that our Predeceſſors of England have heretofore done in like Caſes. 
For the Matters of Enden, which are ſaid to be in Combuſtion againe, be- 
cauſe we would be content to give the Count all ſuch Satisfaction (for his near- 
neſs in Allyance with us) as may fort with the Obſervation of the late Treaty, 
in which you Sir Ra/ph Minubod have been uſed by us, and which we confeſs 
to be indifferent betwixt them; if the Count ſhall ſend any to you about it (as 
already we have written unto him) we would have you to hear their Complaints 


on both ſides; and with the Aſſiſtance of the States, take fome ſuch Courſe,

HAT Complaints the Ambaſſador there hath lately made of the Juſtice 

he finds in Eng/and, your Lordſhip ſhall underftand by my generall 

Letter to you all of Councell. Of your ſelf in particular he hath advertifed, 

that in ſome heate you plainlye told him, that the King of Spaine his makeing 

Peace with the States not with the Sencerity of his Majeſty there, and 


that Reaſon of State was to be preferred before that of Fuftice. This, or fo 
much in Effect the Secretary himſelf in pryvate rted unto me: Whereunto 


I anſwered, that I muſt crave Pardon of their Ambaſſador thoughe I beleeved ney- 
ther the one nor the other. For the firſt, were there none other Ingredients to 
be pur into the Concluſion then were yet reported to be in the Treaty, I knewe 

not for myne owne Parte what could be more ſafe or deſireable, not onlye to his 


Majeſtic of Great-Brytain hut to all other confyning Princes, then a Seperation 


of thoſe Provinces from the Crowne of Spayne, already growne ſo greate and 


dreadfull to their Neighbours. For the ſecond, in that bare Manner and withour 
other Circumſtance that might make it warrantable, I ſo well aſſured my ſelf of

Within theſe fewe Days goeing to viſit the Lady Marqueſs de l Villa Siſter 
to the Earl of Chinchon, I found Creffwell there; but he uſed not muche 
to me of any Moment. He asked of the Health of the King, the Prince, and of 
your Lordſhip; and whither the late Tumults in Northamptonſhire and thoſe 
other confineing Shires were appeaſed. I rould him, that Spades and Shovells 
could not long continue in Worke without being weary : That it was rayther a 
.Clowde of Duſt than of Raine; and now ſo diſperſed, as there was left noe Me- 
mory of it. He then thanked God that there were no Catholiques I; 
and fell to his Wiſhes, that it would pleaſe the King to moderate his Hand to- 
wards thoſe his Subjects. And I that they had been of ſo much Conſcience and 
Conſyderation, as not only to have drawn his juſt Suſpition and Indignation to- 
wards them, (but I tould him) that their Mallyce and Mallignity as I thought 
was ſed to be contynued in perpetuitye; relating the late Attempts here of 
the Pictures of the fraudelous Relation at Alcala, and of the Ballad of the Death) 
of Garnett, graced with the Figure of the Strawe upon it, and proceeding from 
_ the Information of thoſe of his Societie in Sivill. In all thoſe he denyed to have 
any Privity : Sayd they were Fooleryes ; and the laſt an Occupation of certain 
blind Men, who out of ſuch kind of Stuffe picked up ſome poor Pence wherewith 
to buy them bread. I replyed, that I thought he accounted not. thoſe of his 
Colledge blynde, from whome as appeareth came the Information. He ſaid, 
that the ers of the Ballad did as he thought ſett downe that for the gracei 
of the Worke; and that he could not E waded that any of the Society 
eyther ſo little Witt or Honeſtie. He beſeeched me not to give Credit eyther a- 
gainſt them or himſelf to what their Adverſaries ſhould report of them; and pro- 
teſted unto me uppon his Prieſthoode, that he would never aſſent to any evill 
Offyce or Acte, eyther againſt the King his Sovercigne or his Countrye. And 
therewithall begann to enter into ſome perſwaſive S es in Matter of Religi- 
on; ſaying that therein indeed he would never ceaſe to performe the Dewty of 
his Function. I told him that therein he falſified his firſt Promiſe unto me, 
which was never to deale with me or any of myne in wa thing of that Nature; 
and he anſwer d that he never brake it ſo long as I gave him leave to have acceſs 
unto me, but now thought himſelf at Libertye. For Concluſion I deſired him 
not to looſe his Labour: I had ſettled my Reſolution, which I aſſured him was 
not a little fortefyed by the loathſome and ugly Monſters which I have noted to 
out of their 8 and malicious Practices. Hereunto 
e would have given Anſweare, but I required him to forbear ; deſireing him to 
reſt ſatisfyed with this, that in regard of the many Arguments he had ſhewed of 
his Affection to my ſelf, I would alwaies wiſhe him to reſt ſatisfyed with this, and 
would alwaies wiſhe him well untill I ſhou'd have prooffe that he carryed evill 
Intention to my King and Countrye; for from that Hower he muſt excuſe me, for 
were he my na Brother I could not but hare him. Some other Speech ro 
this purpoſe paſſed, and amongſt the reſt of youre Lordſhip; whome he ſayd he 
thought ſo compleatlye wyſe and underſtanding, as he could not beleeve that you 
were in Harte eyther Proteſtant or Purytan; and I to the contrarie, that hay- 
ing thoſe Perfections, it could not be that you were a Papiſt, or other then a 
perfect Diſcerner of the Truthe, as you manifeſted in all your Actions.

The Preſydent of the Exchequer hath likewiſe 
aſſured me, that all thoſe to whome the King. oweth ſhall preſentlye have ſuch 
Order taken with them as ſhall content me. Such and ſo extreame is their Want, 
as he ſayth they muſt have Patyence thoughe they have not all their Money at 
one Payment: Thar the King's Will is and his api pa wy that they ſhould 
be ſatisfyed ; bur proteſterh and voweth by his Order and the Life of his Chil- 
dren, that there is not yet any Meanes to accompliſhe it. The Sollicitor of 
Mr. Hall and Mr. Eldred hath CE here more then a Monethe, and hath not yer 
ſo much as perfected a Breefe of the Cauſe, whereby to make them underſtoode 
cyther unto the Counſayle of Italye who are to determyne it, or to his own Ad- 
vocate who is to pleade it. The Cauſe they have long and intrycate with 
their falſe Traditions; but my hope is that the Text of our Scri in the Ar- 
tycles will make it manifeſt and incontroverſible. My greateſt dowbte is the 
Valuation of the Goods, wherein between the Plantiffe and Defendant there is 
an exceeding great Difference, neyther will the Examinations they cauſed to be 
raken in Exclend therein be of any worth or help unto them; for that there was 
neyther Advocate nor Procter of the adverſe Partic cited nor made acquainted 
with, that which was done to and by the King's Ambaſſador there they here make 
no eſteeme of. It ſeemes that our Heer have gotten knowledge that there is 
ſome late Speech renewed here amongſt the greateſt concerning a Cunjunc tion by 
Allyance with England; for within theſe few Dayes it is noated, To ſome of 
them have taken little reſt; and ſ one of them (out of the Abundance of his Ma- 
lyce and malignant Diſpoſition to his King and Country) ſent me word, that hir 
Majeſtie had lately given a kind of Tolleration to the Cat boliques of Ireland, 
and untill he ould do the like in England I ſhould labour in vayne eyther in 
working Allyance or in indeavouring to contynue the Peace here: Where they fo 
much abhored the King and his manner of Government in Religion, as f 
would ſooner beſtowe their Daughter upon a Jon of the Turke or the King of 
Morocco, then upon the Prince of England. He ſayd moreover, that the Arch- 
Prieſte in England hath of late taken the new Othe. That therein he had done 
both evyll = well: Evyll to have aſſented unto a thing fo contrary to his Pro-

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feſſion and dirogatorye to the Churche; well, in declareing himſelf ſo plainely, as An. 1607:

and Subjects eſteemed of him, yet it in Right and Truthe none other then an 
Offycer, and removeable at the Pleaſure of 4 ſuperior Power, whenſoever he 
Jhould eyther tyrannyſe or abuſe his Office. That were not this Kingdome go- 
verned at this preſent by half a dozen of. Fooles, ſuch were their Power and 
Abyllitie as they might caſt England into the Sea with their Shovells. That he 
could ſet downe to the King here (to uſe his owne Termes) ſuch a Traſa, as his 
| Treaſure ſhould be like the Duſt of the Earth, and ſuch other Stuffe, ſavoringe 
more of a Man made madd of Malegnity, then of one that had even taſted of Di- 
vinity, Humanitye, or ſo muche as ordinary Diſcretion. This was conveyed un- 
to me by a Man of myne own; whome I have wylled at his next Meeting with 
that Monſter, to tell him, that ] labour here as little to move an Allyance, as 
be doth to get a Benefyce in England; and as for the Peace, for myne own parti- 
| cular were it now to be made, and ſhou'd I not be moved more with Charity and 
Deſire to ſpare the effuſion of chriſtian Blood, then eyther with feare of what all 
the Romaniſts in the Earth can do againſt us, or with reſpect of Benefyt that 
my King and Country receyveth by it; I would rayther be imployed in Sommar 
to make Haye in England, then in the temperateſt Tyme in the Ycar to treat of 
Peace in Spayne. Touching the reſt of his Speeche ſo undutyful, irrcligious and 
unhoneſt, it appeared unto me (as I held it) more worthy of ſharpe Correction

at the Terreras. Of the Peace in Treatye we here for this manye Days hear not 
any thing. The Commiſſioners for the Hanſe Townes arc yet here, and not 
likely to departe theſe thirtye Dayes. Upon Tueſday laſt they made their firſt 
Viſit to me; having not yet nor as I heare determyned to performe the like to 
any other Ambaſſador. Theire Sindic te made unto me many long Speeches in 
Lys; none to much effecte, other then to make Declaration of the Conty- 
nuation of the auntient good Inclynation of their 1 Cityes to the Crowne 
and Countrye of England. That much they had ſuffered in time of the late 
Queene at the Hands of the Exgliſbe: That ſome of them had been not long 
ſythence in England to congratulate his Majeſtie's happie comeing to the Crowne, 
and withall to pray a rene winge of their former Confederation and Priviledges; 

but departed without any habe to their Satisfaction. I anſwered, that I Aſſu- 
red my ſelf the King my Maſter would both accepte and much eſteeme the Pro- 
_ feſſion they made of the Contynuance of their auntient Ametye. That for what 
was done in the time of the Queene; they muſt conſider that the Lawe of Nature 
_ is of greater Force then the Lawe poſſityve. That nothing had been done unto 
them, other then by way of ympedimentinge them to adde to the Forces of ſo 
great and potent an Enemye; and that I dowbred not but there being ſuch a Con- 
VOI.

Hereunto 
they replyed with many kind Words; and Aſſurance, that although diverſe of 
their Cittyes were affected to the Roman Churche, yet they and all theires were 
bred and ſetled in the Auguſtine Confeſſion, wherein they intended by God's 
Grace to reſt with perſeveraunce; neyther wou'd they ever conſent to any thing, 
in any forte derogatorye to their Religion. 
There is lately arrived at Lisbone one of the three Carracks called the Oly. 
ver; the ſecond called the Conſolation, Fyrardo (who is yet at Sea and at his 
not well knowne where, but imagined to be Northwardes, where he hath 
ffered ſuch Stormes as he hath been inforced to caſte over boarde all her Artyl- 
lerye and muche of her ladeing,) carryed along with him two or three Gallyons 
more in Chace of twenty two Merchante Men of the Hollanders, but it is ſaid 
that the Hollandeys are eſcaped with Safety. The third Carrick named the Fa- 
cinte came to the Iſlandes with fourteen Foot of Water in her, and ſunke before 
the Goods could be gotten out of her. What was ſaved (as is reported) was 
only the Pepper 288 to the King. The Goods of the Portugalls were 
» fo as it is thought great Riches was loſt in her. Three 
Gallyons of the King's are likewiſe very lately caſt away at Lzsbone before the 
— vis. The Cape of Nova Eſpannia (which this Year ſhould have gone 
into the Indies) and in her the Generall Don Sancho Pardo and above 300 Men. 
The others alſo were of the ſame Squadron of Sill; the one of them called 
Santa Roſaria, the other the Chriſtopher ; out of both which were nor ſaved 
above fifty Men; fo as there are thought to be loſt in the whole above 600 Men, 
and many of them of their beſt Sea Souldiers, and the valewe of the whole Loſs 
is reckoned at leaſt 250,000 Duckets. Here is alſo great Lamentation made for 
Gallyons lately loſt in the Eaft-Indyes, faid to be ſent with 5000 Men by the 
Vyce Roy of thoſe Parts to exti the Hollanders in the Moluccas. They are 
ſayd to have periſhed by T and all the Men loſte; which conſydering the 
want of Men for thoſe purpoſes in cr ny is thought to be a Loſs for the 
preſent almoſt i le. The Weſft-Indian Fleet that brings the Treaſure is 
daily expected, and it is thought that Fyrardo will attend it. T. ey purpoſe not 
as it ſeemes to give over their reſolved improbable Plott for keepi Mouthe 
of the Straights, for thither again they are preparing. All theſe Afflictions, Bu- 
ſyneſſes and Expectations, have not Power to ſtaye the Duke of Lerma from go-

I Had well hoped that ere this Tyme, you ſhould have received ſome Anſwer 


to your Letter of the 28* of September, but that the Diſtractions of the 
ing's being at Roy//on, and his Counſails being at London, and the Uncertainty 
whether $paine will ſend the Agreation or not, have and do till protract the 
ſame; not out of neglect of ſuch worthy Conſideration as is befitting ſo great a 
Cauſe, but out of the uncertainty what to reſolve further untill things may grow 
to a further Declaration: For as it ſtands now, (beleeve it confidently) it is not 
thought 4 to inlarge your Inſtructions; it being held here a meer Vanity, to 
think to draw the King into a Warre rebus ſic ſlantibus, and almoſt an Abſurdi- 
ty to ſpeake of any underhand Aſſiſtance by fo publicq a Treaty. What the Aa- 
encer and Cordelier doe bring from Spazne, by this Tyme you do beſt know; 
but we do conjecture here, it will prove another kind of f Ratification then the 
States have preſcribed : We ſay it is but a general Power to the Archdukes, 
with a Declaration to hold for confirmed whatſoever they think good to doe in 
this Buiſnes, which is called in Logicke petitio Principii. Whether this will 
ſatisfye the Hates, and make them proceed ro a further Treaty, is much doubt- 
ced here; and I am ſorry to find ſuch an Opinion imprinted in many, that the 
States rather then reenter into the Warre, will accept of any thing: Which Opi 
nion though it may happyly prove true in the Succeſs, yet in the preſent Conſi- 
deration of Things methinkes it is little grounded, becauſe it plungeth us

All other things remain in flat quo privs, but t Tyrone's Landing in 
France at illebeuf, and his Paſſage Bom thence into og mer Amy 
treys, miniſtreth us new ſubject of Diſcourſe on every fide ; ſome finding more 
faule with the French King for ſuffering them to paſſe, then with the Archdutes, 
to whoſe Countrey they are paſſed, Howſoever ir be, it drawes us to new 
Charges in reenforcing the Garriſons in Ireland, which how little able we are to 
_ endure at this tyme, your ſelf can gueſs, by the Slow nes of Payement of your 
Entertainment, notwithſtanding that I procured my Lord to ſpeake of it to Sir 
Julius Ceſar. But I hope the Loane of 120000 % which is demanded of the 
Citty upon good Aſſurance, and the T.ykelyhood there is to obtaine it, will 
putt much Oyle ro our Lampe, and make it ſo much the more laſting.

aA Counſayle as that of Spaine, could not be ignorant how much their Caſe 
differs now from that which it was in time of the late Queene. The Queen 
then uſed none other againſt them in their Revolts and Rebellions than her 
on Subjects of England; whoe (not accuſtomed either to the Dyet of that 
«« {alyage Countrye, or to the Bogges and other Retraytes which that wild Peo- 
ple uſed,) indured by thoſe meanes the greater Difficulties. Beſides, there were 
in thoſe times many of the ſame Diſpoſition in other Provinces, who much 
«« diſtracted and impedimented the Queen's Deſignes and Proceedings againſt 
them. It is now much otherwiſe, for the King my Maſter being poſſeſſed of 
Scotland, hath in that Country neare adjoyneing to the north Parte of [reland 
a People of their own Faſhion, Dyet and Diſpoſition, that can walk their Bogs 
as well as themſelves; lyve with their Food, and are ſo well practiſed and ac. 
cuſtomed in their own Countrye to the like, as they are as apte to · pull them 
cut of their Dens and withdrawing Places, as Ferrets are to draw Rabbets out 
of their Burrows. Moreover all other Partes of Ireland are now reduced to 
ſuch Obedience and ſo civill a Courſe, and fo well planted with a Mixture of

«« againſt his Majeſty or his Government. Neither do I make doubt but ou 
8 — here (following the general Diſpoſition which all Stories do witneſs 
to accompanie Men of that Condition, which is by all meanes poſſible to in- 
cyte and plunge into Peryl foreigne Princes and States for executinge of their 
ovn malicious and unnaturall Purpoſes againſt their Countries, ) have laboured 
of late with all the Arte they can to extenuate the Power and Forces of the 
the King my Sovercigne; thereby to make the Paſſage more eaſy to a breach 
of Peace and Amitye between our Nations. They have upon that Subject 
*« open'd their Mouthes ſo wide as it hath come to my Eares, that they publiſhe 
the King my Maſter by reaſon of his large Guiſts ſithence his comeing to the 
Crowne to be without Treaſure or Meanes either to invade others or defend 
_ «+ himſelf: That his People are univerſally diſcontented; and that the Number

I little expetFed. Sayd, that he would not for much but he had ſeen certaine 
** Papers of mine of late, and had this Conference with me nowe, Told me 
that he had much to ſay to me but was not yet ripe for me, but would as ſhort- 
He as he could; and in meane time aſſured me as he was a Cavallero, his Ma- 
jeſtie and his Councel had fully determined never to receive nor hear any more 
of theſe ſiraymmg People: That they had found the Inconveniency, with the 
reat Charge and Care put upon them how to deliver themſelves from 7ho/e 
'+ Iriſh Vagabonds and contynual begging Pretenders. They would now and 
** had already the current; neyther ſhould any of his Majeſtie's Subjects 
here have henceforth Entertaynement except they came recommepded from 
his Majeſtic. That he was not without Memory of the noble Example the 
King my Maſter gave in denyal of Acceſſe to Antonie de Perez: That in his 
** owne Diſpoſition and Opinion he thought it neyther juſt nor agreeable with the 
Correſpondency that ought to be betweene Kings confederate, to receive and 
patronyſe either rebellious or evil affectioned Subjects. That his King was re- 
ſolutely grounded in the ſame Mind; and that by God's Grace the Effects of 
it ſhould be made apparente. Laſtlye, that the King's Ambaſſador there had

that havinge the moſt parte of this laſte Weeke had a great Paine in my Head 
and much Diſpoſition to an Agewe, (which hath been little amended by my ſit- 
ting upon Monday laſte ſo many Howers in the Ayer to ſee the Juego de Toros 
& Canas, which was here performed in Joye of the Birth of this late Prince, or 
rather of the ſhuttinge the Door of the Treaſurye againſt the Genoweſes,) I am 
at this inſfant very unapt for hey wy 6 The Matter whercof I wrote unto 

ye Sir Jobs Fearne's Man I have not 
1ythence heard of, other then by a Meſſage from one of the Pylors of this Go- 


vernment Don Juan de Idiaques; who faith that in ſuch Caſes as that, moſt na- 


turall it is that the Motion come from the Partye that in the Church is to an- 
fever firſt to the Yueſtion : That hetherto they underſtand no Diſpoſition there-' 
unto by any but by me; and that alſo with ſich reſervedneſs, as I enter into it 
but with one Foot. My Anſwere to that Familiar of Don Juans who brought 
me this Meſſage was, that in a. Buildinge that comeing to publique Notice a 
drawe ſo much Jealouſie and Euvye upon both the Parties, moſt fit it was that 
there were a perfect Knowledge of a JAS Inclinat ion and Conformetye of In- 
tentions in the Matters of the Morte, before either the Timber or the Stones 
were committed to open Carriage. That mine own reſervedneſs grewe not out 


of want of Will to the Worke; but partlye out of knowledge of ſome late De- 
ſignes of therres that croſs the very Foundation, and partlye out of want of 


Aſſurance, howe a Motion that being at firſt by ſome of the greateſt here /6 
<warmelye moved and after buryed in ſo colde a Silence, would now be taſted of 
newe by thoſe to whome I owe both my Workes and my Wordes. More from 


me by God's Grace they get not untill I ſhall underſtand his Majeſtie's Pleaſure. 
Hetherto I have held them to their former Path, and kept my ſelf for the Follower 


and made them the Forerunners. 


My good Lord, yeſterday here was a generall Repayer of all the Councell to 
the Palace; where it is thought that ſome Matter of great Moment was delivered 
unto them from the King by the Duke of Lerma. The late Order intended to 


be taken with the Genoneſes notwithſtandinge the Publication in Writing, yet is 


hitherto ſtayed from the Printe; and the Proceeding therein (as ſecretlye I am 
informed) nowe much dowbred of. Howſoever it hath in the meane time ſerved 
the turne, to poſſeſs the Partyes they treate with, that Mony will not here be 
wanting to contynue the Warre. But were it as they have bruyted, I certainlye 
underſtand by one well acquainted with all the Exchequer Buſineſs, (as he through 
whoſe Hands a great part of them paſs) that the King's Servants, Penſioners and 


Garryſons being payd, (to whome is due an exceeding great Arrearage) there will 
beleft to the King clcarlye little above three Millyons, and that — to be con- 


veyed to My//ane, which ſhall be made the Seate of the Treaſorye, and from 


thence (by ſuch Merchants as the King ſhall employe) to be conveyed to the 


Low Conntryes or ſuch other Partes as it ſhall be conſigned unto. They have 
lately ſer free a Shipp of Holland that by Tempeſt was dry ven unto St. Sebaſtians;

My good Lord, LE Madrid, 10 Dec. 1607 O. S. 
Have in my Letter to you all of Councell advertiſed the mutabilletye of 
Intentions here concerning the Anſwere of his Majeſtie's laſt Letter T muſt 


nowe do the like to your Lordſhipp, in makeing knowne their ſtraunge and ſud- 


dain Changes about the late Motzon that fo freſhly they went on with concerning 
the Allyance. One Month hardly paſſed fithence they were ſo defirous to hear 
what Allowance that Buſineſs ſhould receive in Exgland, as they bulely enquired 
when firſt I wrote of it, and how long it would be before I expected Anſweare: 
Sithence that time it was agreed that a Man of Place ſhould be ſent unto me 
from the King himſelf, with a Rerurne of the King's Intention in Wrightinge ; 
and ſo farr had that paſſed, as the Paper it ſelf was written and agreed on by 
the Conſulta. After this the Secretarye added, that his Majeſty here was pur- 
poſed to entreate my ſelf in Perſon at my retourne to become the mover and the 
meane, as one who could beſt underſtand the State and Intentions here, and 
therefore be better able to reſolve all Dowbts that might be made to the King. 
The fowerth was, that it was then of newe determyned, that the Duke Bange 
ſnould with his owne Handes deliver me myne own Papers, and by his Mouthe 
the King's Pleaſure and Purpoſe. This alſoe ſufferring the Delay of many Dayes, 
the Duke in the Interim fed me with Excuſes, and pray ing of Pardon for ſo long 
a deferring, which grewe out of his many other important Occaſions. Laſtly, 
havinge in the meane time underſtood that I would not be drawn out of my for- 
mer Courſe, which was to have that which ſhould be propounded and treated 
of in Writeing, (to the end that having for the preſent no expreſs Commiſſion 
om the King my Maſter, I might at leaſte diſcerne that the Worke I ſhould en- 
ter into ſhould not want Foundation,) upon myne acceſſe unto him, after much 
Speeche of other Matters, abruptlye he came to the Delivery of my Papers ;

That 
for myne owne particular, only upon his Excellencie's importune Entreatye 
had in my Papers ſhewed him myne own weake Judgment and ſtrong Affecti 
on to that Conjunction; as that which I accounted a ſovereigne Medycine for 
this State, and an univerſall Good to the Commonwealth of Chriffendome - 
But having for the preſent neyther Commiſſion nor Allowance from the 
«© Maſter I ſerved to deal in the er, it was not at all diſpleaſinge unto me 
that the Stopp was made where the Fountaine was firſt ſet on running. His 
KReplye was not much, only he heaped up a great Number of Proteſtations and 
Oathes that the King here affected no Prince earthlie more then the King of 
EGreat Britain: Spent ſome time in his Commendation, and wonted Wiſhes 

that there were fit Cauſe for proof of his good Will; and concluded, that the 
King my Sovereigne might much better diſpoſe of any thing wherein Religion 
was interreſted then the King here, who was obedient to the Churche of Rome, 
and had his whole People entirely devoted to that Religion. 5

„ n of Honor, Profit and Safety, to his Majeſty and his Dominions. And fo 
diverting my Speeche to Matters I had to move him in for his Majeſtie's Sub- 
jects, I forbare to ſpeake any more of that Subjecte. 5 
My good Lord, thus (as Men ſay at double hande Loadome is his Majeſtie's 
Hand cleared of this Suyte, and ſo may his Harte be of any ſuch Intention, 1 
make no doubt but betweene the firſt Sight of my Papers and the Redeliverye 
they ſent to Rome; where it ſeemes that a light cornered Capp with the daſh 

of 4 Penn, hath overturned all that thoſe grave Spaniſhe Heads had purpoſed 
upon great and mature Adviſement. For mine own particular I had never any 
great Hope of Succels of the thing it ſelf; yet thought that if I could drawe them 

to Propoſitions and Conditions in Writinge, thoughe they came to none effecte, 
yet would they be of ſome Servyce to his Majeſtye, (as were the former Offers 
thar I ſent by Hawkeſworth) were they but 7 64 to underſland to his Neigh- 
| Gours in what ſorte he might work bis 0::n Honor and Profit, if ſmnglye his 
Majeſty carryed a Reſpet to his own Interreſt. This I thought fitt to adver- 
tiſe ſpeedily, (thoughe the Conveyance prove of ſome Charge) leaſt his Majeſty 
by meanes of my former Letters, might have been entertained in opynion of fur- 
ther Proceeding in that Motion longer then had been convenient. 185 
For the reſt I beſeech your Lordſhip give me leave to referr you to my general

Received the Sh of this Month your Lordſhip's Letter of the 4b of Novem- 
ber laſt, wherein it pleaſed you to recommend unto me the Cauſes of certaine 

Flemminges inhabiting in London. So ſlowe are the Redreſſes that here I find 
for our own People, as I make much dowbr that I ſhall looſe my Laboures for 
thoſe Strangers: Vet have I pur the ſame in way, and by God's Grace will pur- 
ſuc them with all the Earneſtneſs and Dilligence that I can. If with my late Ad- 
vertiſements of the Correſpondencie of their Ambaſſadour with our hidden Je- 
ſuites there, and the viſſible here ; the great Somes of Money that hath been 
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conveyed unto him, and his being a contrnual meanes of Conveyance of their 


Letters (wherein comes Matter ſo derrogatorye to my Sovereigne and his Go- 


vernment,) I have not offended them, lam in ſome good hope that now at my 


5 rture they will ſhew a Wyll to give me Contentment. Bur I aſſure your 
Lordſhips that I find them here too much acquainted with what I wright: For 


within theſe few Daies I received by one Mr. Per ſall (of whome ſithence his 


comeing to this Court I have made diverſe Proofs, and for any thing I can diſ- 
cerne notwithſtanding his contrary Affection in Religion, carrieth an honeſt and 
true Hart to his Sovereigne and his Country,) from Creſwel, by whom he was 
deſired to let me underſtand that to ſome of Councel here and to himſelf it was 
reported, that I ſhould fay unto one here in Court, that the Spaniſhe Ambaſſa- 


dor is too much governed by the Jeſuytes, and that he hath of late received from

Hereunto I made a Retourne, that true it was, that I had advertiſed the 


Sommes that from hence hath been convey'd unto the Ambaſſador, as alſo that 


he was made an ordinary Meanes of Conveyance between the Jeſuits and Prieſts 
there, and himſelf and others here: Thar out of thoſe (alrho' particularly I could 


not charge him in Perſon yet) were ſpread here ſo abomenable, abſurde and ma- 


licious Calummiations of the King my Sovereigne and his Government, as from 


whoſocyer they came there, or are publiſhed here, were he myne owne Sonne, 


nay were the Partie the Wife that lies in my Boſome, sf none other Executioner 
were to be found, I would be the firfl that ſhould put my hand to the giving of 


them their deſerved end. Laſtly, that yf for ſuch Caule, or for performing what 
appertayues me in my Duty and belonges to the Truſt repoſed in me, the *

It ſeemes that the Ambaſſador there hath been charged with theſe Imputations, 
and cauſed Doctor Taylor or ſome other his Miniſters to advertiſe it to Creſel. 
Tyll nowe very lately I have always made uſe of ſome to picke that Jeſuite 
Toot he. It is now fo fart broken out, as hee not only ſuſpetts Cottington and all 
others of myne owne Famelye, but whoſoever frequents my Houſe or viſits me. 
1 found him the yy Poſterne for Secretes that this Court affordeth, being 
play d upon in thoſe Strings of vaine Glory and ſelf liteing that gives — ; 
ſounde to his imperfett —— That helpe (which was none other then 
fſalus ab inimicis) ] have loſte. Finding by that Meſſage of Cre/wel that what 
I wrote was diſcovered, I held it beſt to uſe the greateſt Playnneſs, and ſent Cor- 
7rngton to the Secretarie Prado to expoſlulate with him about that Correſpon- 
cie of the Ambaſſador with thoſe turbulent People, ſo contrarye to the Practiſe 
of his honorable Predeceſſor, and to that which becomes him in the Place he 
| holdeth. Letting him knowe plainly, how much by that meanes with giving 
Tredit to that malitious Generation, he abuſed this Stare in his Advertiſements, 
and what Abſurdities and wretched Slaunders (out of Letters that he conveyeth 
unto them) they daily ſowe here of his Majeſtie and Government. - 
The Secretary anſwered with a Proteſtation, that in the P ſent unto 
him there were no Letters to any Jeſuit; but being further charged, confeſſed, 
tbat indeed there comes ufually in his, a Pacquet to the Ambaſſador's Wife, 
what therein might paſs he could not ſaye. My hope is that the Ambaſſador 
ſhall from hence be commanded to take another Courle; which otherwiſe, being

| The late Advertiſemente I gave concerning a Plott in hand for the ſurpriſeing 
of one of his Majeſtie's cautzonary Townes in the Low Coumtries, althoug 1 
neyther then nor ſythence yeelded much belecfe unto it, yet found I Ouſley 
(who gave me the Notice) ſo confident in the true dealing and underſtanding of 
thoſe from whome he had it, as I made haſt to certifie it, as that which altho' I 
thought improbable yet I knew not to be impoſſible. Upon Sunday laſt the So- 
lemnity of the w—_— of the 74 and Oathes of the Clergy, of the Gran- 
| dees, of thoſe of Title and of the Procurators for the Citties of this Ki 8 
to the Prince, was celebrated in the Churche of the Monaſtery of Saint Jerome. 
The King, the Queen, the Prince and both the little Princeſſes were preſent. 
In Apparals and Jewels there was ſhewed much Riches : The Cardinal of Toledo 
celebrated the Maſle and took the Oathes; the Conde of Myrande (Preſident of 
Caſtile) received the Homages.

Firſt the Stares both by * their Letter and by Monſieur Caron, have intimated 
three principall Requeſts: | 


admitt ſmall Opportunity for any new Directions, and becauſe your Diſpatches, 


1. Firft, that the ſixty Thouſand Pounds may not be preſſed pour quelques 


annees.

2. Secondly, that his Majeſtie in augmentation of his royal Favour, will be 


pleaſed joyntly with the French King to afford them à reaſonable Aſſiflance, as 


of late Years he hath done. 


3. Thirdly, that his Majeſtic will moderate his Demand of mutual Aſſiſtance 
from them, to a Proportion of one half. 


For Anſwere whereunto, his Majeſty is pleaſed to direct you as followeth: 


1. To the firſt, that you make it known to the States, that they have had he- 


therto moſt evident Demonſtrations of his Majeſtie's moſt royall Favour towards 


them; not only in forbearing ever ſince his coming to this Crown to preſs them 
to any Reimburſement of their juſt and true Debt, (which he hath forbora to 
ask in reſpect of their Neceſſities,) but alſo in procuring ſome part of his French 


Debt to be paid them, and allowing of ſome other Sommes to be remitted, which 


in her late Majeſtie's time only depended upon Hope and Promiſe. Which bis

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An. 1607. royall Favour he would have no whitt leſſencd, if the Neceſſitie of his owne AF- 
SS Wm fairs (into which he is now wrapped by Debts and acceis of extraordinary Charges,) 
did not make him reſort to the true Rules of Charity, which preferreth the Con- 
ſideration of his own betore his Neighbours, or at leaſt equalleth his Neighbours 
to his owne: Yet that he dealeth not herein tog partially to himſelf, the States 
muſt conſider that his Majeſtie's Demand of ſixty thouſand Pounds yearly is 
grounded upon much Equity and Reaſon towards the preſent Conſideration of 
the Stare of their Affairs. For Firſt it is limitted during the time of their Peace 
only. Secondly, tis but a mean Somme in it ſelf in reſpect of the whole Debt, 
which by the Ceſſation of Warr the Hates ſtand bound by the Treaty of 1585 
to rcimbourſe to his Majeſtie. Thirdly, it ſalleth but upon the Hates after a 
eat Diminut ion of their Charges for the War, and an increaſe of more Plenty 
5 an Enlargement of their Traffique. And /aftly, it ſerveth but for the Pay- 
ment of the cautionary Garri ſans, which either are already or mult be increaſed 
for the Defence of rhe Places, which otherwiſe the States ſhould be forced to 
defend themſelves. Notwithſtanding all which, his Majeſtie is pleaſed to mitti-

But if it be objected that the ſcope of this 
Demand only aymeth at ſuch an Aſſiſtance as his Majeſtic may afford without de- 
creaſing his own Stoare, and only by ſuffering it to be disburſed by the French 
in defalcation of his Debt; it may be anſwered, that his Majeſtic knows well 
enoughe what ule to make of his Debts, and how ro apply them to his own Ne- 
ceſſities, <wirhout needing the help of any other Diſpenſiers. Next that his Ma- 
jeſty obſerveth, that the States in this particular accommodate themſelves too 
much to the Fax 1.46 45 other Men; who happily in preſſing this Circumſtance 
fo hotly as they have done, may be ſuſpected to have a further reach in it then 
the States may be aware of. For (ſetting apart all other needleſs Jealouſies) theſe 
Conſiderations cannot be denyed: Firſt that the French do diſcover by affecting 
this kind of Payment, that they would have it thought to be in their Maſter's 
Courteſy whether he will pay thoſe Debts or no. Secondly, that they ſeek here- 
by alſo to aſſume all the Thanks to the French King from the States if he do pay 
it, and to divert any Acknowledgment of e from his Majeſtie. To the

And therefore 
his Majeſtic's Pleaſure is, that we ſhould direct you to uſe your beſt Endeavours 1 
to covenant with the Srates, that for the firſt two Years in which they make 
no manner of Reimbourſment, the States will place ſome of thoſe Exghihh 
Troops that are in their Pay in the Cautionary Towns for Reinforcement of the 
Gambas there, untill ſuch time as the States ſhall begin to make Payment of 
their Debt by threcſcore thouſand Pounds a Year in half yearly Payments, to 
be made here within the City of London. For if this be not wrought or ſome 
Compenſation for it, in this preſent Condition and Streight of his Majeſtie's 
Treafure, we aſſure you this accord will be hard for the King; and on the other 
ſide, any Eaſe that you ſhall procure in this particular ſhall be accounted a good 
The Number of the Troops which you are to demand, cannot be leſs then fix 
hundred Men for Fluſhing and two hundred for Briel, at the leaſt fix hun- 
dred in all, to be diſpoſed in Fluſhing, and there to be continued at the States 
Charge and Pay during the Time aforeſaid. Nevertheleſs, becauſe it may be in- 
convenient in ſuch an Affair as this where others ſeek to make themſelves ſo

But it ſeems that the States of the United Provinces are ſo evill Temperers of 
their Medicines, as their Phyſic yeelds diſtaſte in Certainty, and promiſeth ra- 
ther momentarye Quiet then durable Health; and yet neyther of both, otherwiſe 
then upon peradventure. This alters much the Conceyte of what before we 
liked, and drives us into dowbt what Bottome we ſhall find in ſo great a Depth 
of Demaunds and Dowbrs.

TD Y this encloſed to the Lords of his Majeſtie's Councell, your Lordſhip ſhall 
rceyve in what Humour we now ſtand here concerning the Peace in 
reatye. The Conſiderations that heretofore had moved us ſo much to affect 

the Peace, are (as farr as I can underſtand) changed into more forcible Reaſons to 
determyne a Contynuance of the Warre. The Fryer that was the firſt Mover 
(whome we were wonte to gloriſie and deſire to cannonize for a Saynte) we now 
begin plainely to pronounce to be an impoſior, and pretender of things never in- 
tended. Now at laſte we come to a feelinge, how diſhonorable and perillous a Pre- 
ſident it wil be, to give over to our Enemyes ſo en a part of our Patry- 
monie. That ſo great a Monarchie as this cannot be without a Seat of Warre, 
and People armed and prepared for all Occaſions. That better it were for us to 
contynue it there, where we may hope to recover what is withdrawne, then 
with Dowbte and Danger to begin it in another Place where we have leſs Right, 
and with Ignominye to give over what we ome ſo juſtlye to be our own.

Aving lately gathered amongſt the Jriſbe here, that the Fugitive Earles 
47 have bine in Millan, and there much feaſted and carreſs d by the Conde 
uentes, Ie arcd it with the Secretary of State; who anſwered, that 
they had not yet had any underſtandinge of their being there. That the Conde de 
Fuentes was not a Man diſpoſed to fuch Largeſſe as to entertaine Straungers in 
any coſtlye Manner at his own Charge; and that ſure he was he could not ex- 
pe any Allowance from hence, where there was intended no Receypte, Coun- 
renance or Comforte, to any of that Condition. I ſent him ſithence a Meſſage 
by Cottzngton my Secretary — one Mack Ogg, lately come hither (as 

I have been advertiſed) to ſollicite for thgſe People; which was, that as I he 

ed they would have no Partycipation with the Principalls, whoſe Crimes had 
nowe been made fo notorious in their own Countries, being bot he upon pub- 
« lique Tryal condempned, and be of Tyrone (as I heard) of thirteene ſeverall 
« Murthers; ſo I likewiſe aſſured my ſelfe, that in their owne Wiſdomes they 
„ would not hould it fit his Majeſty here ſhould give Harbour or Eare to any of 
their Miniſters, and pou ta that Mack Ogg, who could not be ſuppoſed 
„but to have had a hand in their trayterous Purpoſes; having been the Man, 
« and the Meanes in Perſon, to withdraw them by Sea out of their own Coun-

goe. The Diſputes that have paſſed between us, have given them Proof that

oy FTER our right hearty Commendations. Your Letter of the 126 of 
April (and your Projetts for the Leagues publick and particular) hav- 


ent (with as much cg as his Majeſtie's other Affaires would give us leave) 
to return you this Anſwer, as for an upſhott in this Affair, which his Majeſtie 
fo much wiſheth to be drawn to a Concluſion.

the Voyces in Parliament, at this Day arc unagreed unto. The King hath by a 

new Edict raiſed the general Priſe of Rentes and Rent Chardges, with Meaning 
to make the Genoweſſes take ſuch as he ſhall ſett over unto them at the like Rate, 
which is as I hear twenty Veares purchaſe. The King's own Servants (to whome 
there is due the Wages of a Veare and half, and ſome of them by want thereof 
driven to extreame Neceſſities) have as yet neither obtained half. penny, nor hope 
when to have it. To ſome fee Favorites of late have been given exceeding 
great Somes, whoſe greateſle Deſerts are their Attendance and their Words ; 


to others nothing at all, whoſe maimed Bodies and grey Haires ſhew their Ad- 


ventures, and their Cares beſtowed in his Service. And (which is moſt to be 
wondered at) thoſe to whome the King oweth (be the Debt never ſo juſt, and 
the Sume never ſo ſmall,) yet are thoſe the laſt and leaſt that are cared for. 
For my Countrymen, notwithſtanding I have ſo laboured and importuned as 
I thank God there are none to my Knowledge for whom I have interceded left 
unpaid, but only one Thomas Henderſon, for whom I have alſoe obtained the 
delperateſt Money he was to have; in the reſt they uſe all Extremities of De- 
layes, as I verily think for want of where with to pay him. Other Cauſes there 
are here which put me out of all Boundes, which ſo long an Excerciſe hath made 
almoſt a Habit in me. One Thomas Deane a Marchant of London, ſould in 
Barcelona to the King's Offycers certain Cordage and other Neceſſaries for his 
Shi and Gallyes: For his Payment they gave him Money that had paſſed 
| . which he refuſing to take, they aſſured him it would paſs for cur- 
rent, and gave him ample Teſtimony, that for ſuch he had there receyved it of 
them. Comeing to Xeres and * there to beſtowe it, the ſame was not on- 
ly taken from him, but himſelf impry ſoned, and for his Sentence had a Fyne ſett 
on him of 600 Ducketts, and a Diſferment for certain Years. Whereof I 
made my firſt Complaynte to the Duke of Lerma; whoſe Anſweare was that 
he thought the Wrong was great, and that he ſhould be paid in better Money; 
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but ſo farr falls out the Concluſion diſagreeing with thoſe Premiſſes, as divefs Ap. 1608.

Can very eaſily apprehend the Inconveniencie you may find by the Uncer- 
| farmty of our Deſires and Reſolutions here, (having been formerly acquaint- 
with them little to my pleaſing) but your Wiſdom and Patience will overcome 
all. I am ſorry to fee that the State of thoſe Provinces is /o weak, that they 
are not able to ſubſiſt for any ſmall time without a Peace. Apainſt ſuch a N. 
ceſſity there is no diſputing : So whether the King of Spazne aſſent to the Truce 
in the Indies, or what Miſcheif ſoever be like to enſue by opening the Trade to 
Antwerp, for any thing I fee they muſt make a Peace. 1 much deplore this hard 
Condition of theirs, and hold them unworthy of ſuch an Iſſue of their Troubles, 
wherein they have acted with ſo much Wiſdom and Fortitude: And I do os 
much blame all their Conſederates, that have ſuffered ſuch Vertnes to miſcarry 
for want of their Aſſiſtance.

"I Y laft Letters were of the 12 of this preſent and ſent by the way of 
Fraunce, from whence I doubt not but before this they will come unto _ 
| your Lordſhip's Hands. All things here ſtand in their former State; the King 
and Queen at Lerma, and the Councellors of the 22 not yet gone from 
hence, but will within theſe two or three Dayes and not return theſe many 
Weekes, excepte theſe late Newes of the Deathe of the Queen's Mother, draw 
the King hether to celebrate her Obſequies. Don Pedro de Toledo is to begi 
his Journey towards Fraunce within theſe fourteen Dayes; and the 2 
Motion for Allyance ys as it ſcemes ay to have a breeſe Succeſs, being to 
be ſer on Horſeback with divers of the faireſt Jenners that the King hath and 
very rich Furnitures, which as is ſaid Don Pedro is to preſent unto that King. 
We ſuppoſe him here to be an apt — thither, being of the King's Pro- 
feſſion and of the Queen's Blood. That King hath done well yf he hath done 
what we here ſuf for by drawinge this Treaty in length with incouraging 
the one Party and deferring the longing Deſire of the other, yt be he may 
work unto himſelf” ſome good Partido eyther on the one ſide or on the other, yf 
not on both.

Lo_- by the Arrivall again of the Fryer in Spaine I dowbt not but you 
| ſhall have underſtood in what State the Treatye ſtandeth between them 
and the States of the Lou-Countries; yet becauſe I have found by the former 
Letters how apt they are there to 4 5 1 things and to give them quite contra- 
ry Colours 2 their true being, thereby the better to cover their own Inten- 
tions and Reſolutions, (as in the Courle of your former Advertizements I have 
often obſerved that when they have made moſt ſhew of miſlikeing this or that 
then they have been moſt forward to yield it, I have thought it convenient for 
his Majeſtie's Service and your particular better Information, to let you know 
both in what Termes things do ſtand berwixt Sparne and the States, and likewiſe 
what hath been negotiated ſince between the King our Maſter and the States in 
the Point of defenſive League, of which hererofore you have had ſome generall 
Motions. Firſt therefore for the Matter between Haine and the States, you 
| ſhall underſtand, that he true * of the Fryar's going into Spaine, was 
to acquaint that King with the States firm Reſolution, not to proceed fur- 
ther into the Treaty till the Point of Navigation into the Indies be accom- 
modated, from which the States will not be driven, as they pretend. And 
though at firſt it was conceived that this Trade into the Indies (not fo 
much concerning all the Provinces in their particular as it doth thoſe of Hol- 
land and Zeland eſpecially) ſhould not have been ſo much ſtood upon as to 
have been made cauſa ſine qua non; yer it appeareth now, that ſuch is the Uni 
amongſt the Provinces as they make it their general Interreſt, and an clpecial 
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meanes of their Subſiſtance; and therefore bore biotgh the Commiſſioners ſo Au. 160. 
_ farr, as to diſpatch zhe Fryer with an Article qualified arhotigſt themſelves, for —- 
to yield unto the States a Liberty of Trade into the Indies by way of Trace for 
rhe of nyne Years; according to this Paper encloſed. The Fryar hath 
been likewiſe inſtructed what likely hood there is of Succeſs in the other Poynts 
which are to come in Queſtion; as namely that of accommodateing the Trade 
between the States and the Hrchduke's Provinces, in which as much difficulty 
is like to ryſe as in that of the Indies, eſpecially in the Trade to. Andwerpe - 
Which if the $zates ſhould generally admit without Reſtriction, they fay it would - 
be an undoing of all their Provinces by reaſon of the Scituation and Commodity 
of that Place; and therefore would lay ſuch a Clogg of Impoſitions upon it as 
the other fide is not likely to endure. The Point of Religion hath been ſÞa 15 
4 talked of; becauſe the States being by the fi Article of this Treaty ro be 
4 free State, will never admitt of one Condition which ſhould any 
whitt abridge them in it, or of any Motion which in that kind ſhould not be 2g 
ciprocall berwixt them and the Archdites. Much alſo hath been ſtood upon the.

their Adverſaries as to divide them: So as for the Point it ſelf which is now 
agreed on, we have little elſe to ſay, but to aſſure you from his Majeſty that 


your Proceedings in it are very much approved by him. 
In the ſecond Letter which doth concern the Merchants Adventurers, his 
Majeſtie doth likewiſe rhroughly apprehend the injurious Courſe that is offered

OlNCE my laſt Letter unto you (which was of the 19h of May) his 1 

\ I hath directed ſome of my Lords of his Counſayle to have Conference 

with the Spaniſhe and Archduke's Ambaſſadors, and to know what further they / 
had to fay _ his Majeſtic's entring into a defenſeve League with the States; 

to the end they might receive ſuch ample Satisfaction in it, as the Sipcerity and 

Clearneſs of his Majeſtie's Proceedings in this and all other his Actions which have 

Relation to their Maſters, did juſtly require; whoſe only end in this defenſive 

League aymed at nothing elſe then to the furthering of this Peace which their 

Maiſters ſo much eck, and in which they had prayed his Majeſty to do bis

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bet es to the States. To this

and becauſe the principall Oppoſition againſt it proceeded from the Archduke's 
Commiſſioners 11 E15 and ſo from the Lan himſelf to his Majeſtic's 
Ambaſſador there. We repeated unto him all the Circumſtances which have 
pans ever ſince the States firſt ſeekeing unto his Majeſty the Overture of 
eace made unto them, and how fearfull the States EN themſelves to 
harken to any Peace, in reſpe& of the great Diffidencys betwixt them of the 
Da which they ended might lye covered r ſuch fayr Ptetences; 
and therefore deſired his Majeſty rayther to aſſiſt them in the Warr which they 
held leſs dangerous to them, rhen to ſuffer them to runn any hazard by this way 
of Peace. That to this and ſuch their Language his Majeſtic ever anſwered, by 
_ diverting them from the Thoughts of Warr; rayther wiſhing them to Peace, yt 
 fafe and honorable Conditions might be obtained: qualifying (as much as he 
could) their diſtruſt of Spayne, with an Opynion he had, that this King would 
deal more intirely with them then they expected. With this Intention his Majeſty 
diſmiſſed the States Deputies out of England, and ſent his Commiſſioners into 
Holland, with like Charge to nouriſh Peace if the Conditions might be ſuitable 
for it. From whom when he underſtood, that the States (finding themſelves a- 
bandon'd in their Expectation for Aſſiſtance in the Warr, were unwilling to pro- 
ceed further into the Peace unleſs they might have ſome kind of Warrant and 
Aſſurance from their neighbour Princes w they might relye in caſe that 
Conditions afterwards ſhould not be _ with them, ) had made Inſtance for a 
League defenſive, to be made berwixt his Majeſty the French and them, which 
* ſhould have relation to the Concluſion of the Peace and not otherwiſe, 
his Majeſty ſhewed no ſuch readineſs to embrace the ſame; though upon ſecond 
Inſtances made in that behalfe, as he had no Reaſon whollie to reject this League

To the fame purpoſe we had likewiſe Speech that Afternoon with the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador; in whom alſo we found no Commiſſion to deale further with us, 
but the like Willingneſs to write into 2 to make theſe his Majeſtie's Pro- 
ceedings the better taſted there. Thoughe I muſt confeſs that of both theſe Am- 
baſſadors, we find the Spaniſhe more 7 e m maintaining that Argument, that 
his Majeſty being alreadye cbliged with Spayne in a perpetual Ametye could not 
(without Breach of it) embrace that of the States, thoughe it depended upon 
the perpetual Treaty betwixt them and the States. For Anſweare whereunto, 
we {till alledged the Neceſſity of the Cauſe grounded upon the Reaſons afore- 
ſaid; and likewiſe made him the ſame Offer which we did to the Archduke's 
Ambaſſador, that after this Peace with the Szates ſhall be concluded, his Ma- 
jeſty wil be as ready to enter into like Confederacy with the King of Spayne a- 
gainſt the Breakers of this Peace, as now he doth with the States. We alſo re- 
wee. unto him how en ſible the States had been when they underſtood that 
xceptions were taken againſt his Majeſtye for entring into ſuch a League with 
them; inſomuch as they ſtick not to make this uſe of it, as zf the beſt incerity 
were not intended towards them from the Archdukes and King of Spayne for 
that otherwiſe (they ſay) the Archdukes would not have found fault with his 
Majeſty for it; ſithe that which his Majeſty is to do in this Matter proceedeth 
from their own Proteſtations, that without ſuch an Aſſurance from his Majeſty 
they will nor go further into this Treaty of Peace, as the States themſelves have 
publickly n knowue to the Archauke's Commiſſioners in Holland. Of all 
which I thought fit to acquaint you, that you might be the better provided how 


to carry your ſelf there yf any Occaſion be offered you to ſpeak of this Matter. 
And ſo for this Time I committ you to God's Protection. — |

and Exchaunge that runneth, and to give them my Bills for London, and have 


not deſired more than 300 J. amongſt them all, and ſignifyed unto them that 


the ſame was to be imployed for his Majeſtie's eſpeciall Service, yet are they 


ſo attentyve to their owne gaine, as (in regard they can uſe it to better Com- 
modity) I can by no meanes obtayne it of them. I have not taken up ſythence

| plained 12 lack of a League between France and uc, which was as he ſaid re- 
fuſed in Holland; ſeeming to infer, that the French King much deſired by ſome 


ſuch Teſtimony, to be aſſured that his Majeſty reſokved not to run variable 


Courſes from him. To all which I anſwered, that he was ill informed if he ſo 
' conceived; for as I thought it was without Precedent to find that Conformit 


which appeared in the Miniſters on that fide in all their Proceedi (which 
ſhewed the Sincerity and Conſtancy of both the Princes on whom they did de- 

peak) ſo for the Point of the League then in queſtion, I knew #0 other Refuſall 
4 Suſpence only of the Time and Place; otherwiſe his Majeſty never refuſed 


to renew any League with his Maſter, nor in ſuch League to have any more in 
his Eye then to preſerve the Statec. Whereupon he asked me, whether he 
might advertiſe that the King would make ſuch a League defenſrue with his 
Mafeer, and bind himſelf to reciprocall Aids ; ſeeing it was likely that Spaine 
would quarrell with them for the League which they had made with the States. 
To — T anſwered, that I thought his Majeſtie would; though that * of

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An. 1668, Don Pedros Negotiation for new Alliances, made the Vulgar think be would 
LN only tranſport himſelf from his other Friends. Which I told him I was not fo 
weak to believe; knowing that the French King would not buy a new Friend at 
/6 high a Price as the loſs of an older and a better; nor believe, that Marriages 
could overrule any Courſe neceſſary for the Preſervation of their Eſtates. 1 al- 
ſo inferred, that as the Treaty between the States and the King (by the late Con- 
tract) tyed the King to aſſure their State by Aſſiſtance only upon breach of Peace, 
which it is likely will be one of the firſt grounds of Quarrells to be taken by 
Spaine; ſo by ſuch a particular League between theſe two Princes, there was no 
leſs wrought then an abſolute Aſſociation in omnem eventum; where our League 
and his with the S7ares is of no force till the Peace be made and broken. Since 
his Diſpatch made upon this there is no certaine Anſwer come. And yet I thought 
it fit to inform you, that you may juſtify his Majeſtie's Proceedings, (if the 
French Commiſſioners there ſhall ſeek to miſlead any Man's] ent fo farr, as 
to inferr that France would have done more for the States if England would 
have conſented to thoſe things which were propounded by France,) to whom no- 
thing was denyed, except nothing can content but that which muſt either draw 
his Majeſtie into an open Breach, (of which the French King himſelf is not re- 
| lolved,) or elſe bind him to ſuch an underhand Aſſiſtance, as is no ways — 4 
tible with the King's Honour and Promiſe. But now to come more particular- 
ly to ſpeak of the Matters which are to be hammered in your Forge at the 
Hague. This you ſhall underſtand, that if the Fryer be not with you by this 
time, he will be there within few Days; for he is diſpatched out of Spaine and 
with this Commiſſion ; (which we have from very good hands,) namely, that 
the King proteſteth zhat he will not _ from the Soveraiguty (which dif- 
fereth nothing from the Sale of his Birthright,) except he may make ſome pur- 
chaſe of that which is as precious, whzch ir the publick Exerciſe of the Romane 
Religion in all the Provinces, for ſo many as are ſo affected. Whereupon, al- 
though we are perſwaded that much of the King of Spazne's part is but Often- 
tation, to value himſelf towards the Church of Rome; yet becauſe we think 
there is ſo little Difference between that which is already permitted by the States, 
and that which is now demanded, we can hardly believe that (by ſome riſing or 
falling of either fide) there will not eaſily be found Miduays to — 2 
Difference; wherein the Contention is but for that, which zs too commonly made 
4 Cloak for Princes, to put off and on as the Seaſon requireth. Next we hear 
that the Matter of the Indies in this Peace will likewiſe be refuſed 8 
_ by Spaine: So that now you will be to ſeek (if things come in Deliberation) 
without ſome proviſionall Direction. And therefore we have thought good to 
let you know thus much from his Majeſtic, that as he would be loath the States 
ſhould break into that War, which they ſay would be their ruine except he would 
allo enter into it, (by which Entry now ſo much prejudice would follow,) ſo 
would he be very ſorry that ſuch an rtunity ſhould fall ro the French King 
as might draw more particular Intereſt then he hath in the Provinces; which is 
a Matter no way improbable, becauſe he =_ 2 them Comfort at an eaſier rate 

then we can. Firſt, becauſe heir great Moderator will keep things from Ex- 
treams between them for the good of the common Cauſe; and next, becauſe we 
may ſay freely to you, that the Spaniſh King hath better means by the way of 
Ireland to infeſt his Majeſtie's Eſtate de prefeats, then he can the French King's, 
g 1 having a Party to aſſiſt Spaine, which were an ill Accident, untill his 
ajeſtie hath taken ſome Breath to fill his Coffers; where on the other ſide, in 
France there is a Party ready to oppoſe againſt Spayne, even although they 
ſhould be coldly affected to their naturall Soveraign. Upon all which Circum- 
ſtances with the Conſiderations incident, his Majeſty hath taken this Reſolution 
for ſo much as ſhall appertaine to his part either in point of Action or Councell to 
the States, which is to do no more in this Caſe, either with the Low Countries 
for themſelves then is done, nor with France, then according to the Cour ſe a- 
bove mentioned, if that be accepted. And therefore, whenſoever the States ſhall

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addreſs themſelves for any new Advice in this Matter, his Majeſty would have AF: i608. 
you even ingenuouſly to tell them, -That in caſe the Soveraignty be granted - NW 
wit hout any other pernicious Conditions, be dare not make himſelf the Authour 
of a new Warr by his Councell, whereof he knoweth not the Conſequence ;. voy 
cannot aſſure them of any Aſſiſtance other than ſhall be ſubſequent to a Breath 
after a Pacification; according to the Contents of this Treaty.

Having now ſpoken thus much of the manner ot a Peace, becauſe there hark 
been likewiſe (as you know) many Speeches of a {org Trace, his Majeſtie hath 
thought good to give you this proviſionall Direction in that kind, which ſhall on- 
ly ſerve for this purpoſe. Thar if there ſhall be any Propoſition of a Trace for | 
many Years, which on either ſide may help to formali xe the Proceedings; as 

namely when it ſhall be ſaid for Spaine, that the — :s not abſolutely

FT ER our hearty Commendations. Your Letters of the 24% of this 
Month (which we recęived the 30% thereof) we have carefully conſider: 
and imparted to his Majeſtie, by whoſe Direction we are to return you this 
Anſwere following. Firſt for the generall; by the Courſe of Feannin's Proceed: 
ing his Majeſty doth obſerve the Effects of Pedro de Toledo his Negoria- 
tion in France, which _ already to have wrought in the French King this 
Alteration; that where before he made ſhew to diſlike any thing which tended 
to the drawing on of the Peace, now he is contented to make himſelf an In- 
| ftrument to draw on the States to theſe inferior Courſes of Truces; and in it to 
labour to accommodate any thing, as it were of purpoſe to make Spaine the more 
obliged to ſerve his owne turn. In which Conſideration, thefe two things prin- 
cipally occurr to his Majeſtic. Firſt, that the French in this their Correſponden- 
cy with Spazne, do better know then we what Spaine is like to yeild unto or 
hot, having now particular Traffick about Alliances, which muſt move cach 
Party to open it ſelf.

But for Concluſion, what- 
ſoever can be obtained 3 keep things from Rupture, you ſhall not need 
to make any Difficultie (fo it be the Counſell and Conſent of the French as well 
as you) either in the Means of this Truce or in the Continuance of the Time, 
matter of Religion only excepred. In all other particulars his Majeſty leaves it 
to your Diſcretion; but wiſhes the Truce may be for as many Years as you can:

That it was 
evident by the E e of his Mony he ſought to buy their Soveramety ; and 
that there had paſſed Offers from him to permit them to have all the Officers 
of their owne, and as many Liberties and Priveledges as they would defier. 
Thar there was great oddes eene the Ayde the States had receaved from 
England, and that which they had receaved from France: From England the 
' Aydes were without any precedent Merit, in their greateſt Extremities, and

when it was offered. France on the contrary received firſt Aydes and Contri- 
butions from them; were freed from a Warre by their Means, and now. /onght 
by falſe dealing to get the Soverainety, That in true Calculation this King 
had done leſs for them then they for him. They in their difficult Tymes lent 
him 200000 Crownes, holp him with Munition, ſent to aſſiſt him twenty Shippes 
of Warre: He in his Plenty had furniſhed rhem with five or 600000 Crownes 
yearly, thereby to abate the Debt of Eng/and, without which Confideration he 
would not have been fo francke. That his Contributions have hurt them, mak- 
ing them keep an Army of 35000 Men for Land Service ; whereas if they — 
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in the Reign of King Ju Es I. 


managed the Warres according to their owne Meanes. An Army of 18000 Men 4. 1608. 
would have ſerved, and then they had ben free from the Danger of Diviſion := 


mong themſel ves. But ſhortly after this Doleance he told me, that he found a great 
Alteration in Matters, and that Dos Pedro had receaved a Denunciation from 
the King to be gon hence ſince he negociateth nothing here, and in the mean 
tyme ſeekech to ſeduce the King's Servaunts from him.

FT Muſt needs acknowledge that the more ſeldome you hear from hence the 

more grevous it is unto you. But yf you do conſider both the Diſtances of 
the Place and the Nature of the Buſineſs now in Treaty, (which is ſuch as it 
hath its principal Life and Being from Bruxelle,) you will any $5 my ſel- 
dom acquainting you with it, becauſe it were often but labour ro transferr 
the Circumſtances, which happily before my Letter may well come to you have 
received Alteration one way or other, and ſo would breed but Trouble and 
Confuſion to deal in them there, where they are apt enough to take hold of any 


| Occaſion which might bring them any Pretence of their Irreſolution and Pro- 
traction. Notwithſtanding, as before you have been generally advertiſed of the 


State of the Buſineſs even tyll the Rupture of the Treaty of Peace, fo by this 
Abſtract incloſed you ſhall be further inſtructed of the State of the ſame from 
the Breach of a longer Treaty of Peace untill this preſent Tyme; ſo as you may 


be the better able to conforme your Diſcourſes accordinglye as Occafion ſhall be

Sir Charles Cors-walleys, 27 January 1608. 
| LTHOUGHE I have ſo lately written you both by way of Bruxells 
and by way of Bayon, of all things incident to the preſent Occaſion of 
Afﬀayres; yet the opportunity of this Bearer offering ir ſelf fo fitly, I thought it 
not amiſs to let you underſtand by him what ſince hath ſucceeded. Firſt for the 
| buſineſs of the Lowe Countries, the States have at length, and after long Di- 
ſputes among themſetues, declared their Reſolution to accept of the Projette of 
the Truce, propoſed and urged unto them by the Commiſſioners of Great Brit- 
tayn and France; which being ſignified unto the Archdukes, they deſired, that 
ſeeing the Marqueſs Spinola and the reſt of their Commiſſioners had ſpent alrea- 
dy above fix Monthes in the States Country, that the newe Meeting might be in 
theirs at Antwerpe. To which the States have aſſented, being willing to gra- 
tifie the Archdukes as much as may be, and to that ſe have cntreated his 
Mlajeſties Commiſſioners and the Frenche, that as they been the firſt pro- 
po ſers and contynuall urgers of this Truce, ſo they would be willing to be the 
Treaters and Concluders of it themſelves ; promiſcinge to ratifye and ſeale 
what they ſhall have concluded agreeable to the Project propoſed by them: 
only in the terme of Teares, they deſired that where it was ſpoken of Tenne 
Teares, it might be made fifteen or at leaſt tuelve. The Commiſſioners being 
willing to further this good Worke as much as laye in them, by direction from

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their Superioures have undertaken the Matter, and for ought we knowe here, Au. 1608. 
are by this tyme at Antwerpe ; till grownding upon the Archdukes Aſſevera- S No 
tions, that they bave full power from Spayne to include the King as 4 Printi- 
pall in this Treatye. A Matter, which notwithſtanding by all other Advertiſe- 
ments is ſfrongly contradicted, that the King of Spaine will never be compre- 
bended, nor treate with the States as houlding them a Free People, upon 
home he pretendes nothinge. In which Reſolution if the King of Spayne dothe 
ſtill perſiſt, after they ſhall have heard what he Confeſſor is able to lay againſt

te to the contrariety of Wind and Weather; yet having underſtood from Sir 
homas Edmonds of the Archauke's ſending his Commiſſioners to Antwerp, 
where you were 71 2 alſo to be within two or three Days, I thought fitt to 


ſend this Courrier thither in hope to find you there; and by him to let you know, 


that Don Ferdinando Gyrone after his long lingering here, took his leave on 


Tue ſday laſt of his Majeſty at Theobalds, and the next went from London to- 


wards Bruſſells. At which Audience (and not before) he moved his Ma 

in both his Maſters names, (for in that Stile he ſpeaketh) * that he would me- 
«© diate with the States, (as he doubteth not but other Printes will do) that 
they uon d conform themſelves to the Trace, without inſiſting upon the point 
F Soveraignty. To which his Majeſty replyed, that it was both a ſtrange 
and impertinent deſire, except he thought his Majeſty would be ſenſible of 
nothing but of the Affections of his Friends; which when they are weighed = 
«++ with thoſe Reſpects which ought to be reciprocall in thoſe Cafes, and found 
«« ſo partiall as they forgett all things but themſelves, then it is to be ſaid, Hoc 
non Amici ſed ſeipſum amantis eff. Of which kind this Overture may be 


_ «« eſteemed now, when both Princes have hazarded their Credit with the States 
in making their Commiſſioners rather Parties for Spaine then equall Arbiters 


«© to reconcile Differences, and are now preſſed to perſwade the Hates to take 


i leſs then the Archdukes themſelves have accorded, and ſo lately avowed to 


have Power for it from the King of Spazne: who by this manner of proceeding 


_ «+ hath weakned ſo much the Credit of all thoſe things which were or ſhould be 
++ aſſumed for him, as his Majeſty doubted that the States would hardly be per. 


«« ſwaded, if an Anſwer came not the ſooner from Spine, that any thing was 
ever intended but Art and Practice. So as (ſaid his Majeſtie) although it might 
be that my Commiſſioners and the French King's may have aſſented at the 


«© Archdukes deſire to prolong the preſent Ceſſation in expectance of the return 


from FSpatne, knowing as they do by proviſionall Direction, that they are nor

formed ſome eight Monthes paſt, that he might onely know the Commiſſioners 


good Affection and Induſtrye to keep things on foot for a while, till Humours 
were tempered: But if any liveing Man can ſay that it was offerred to the © 
Archdukes, or ever promiſed here to be followed to the States, (to whom all 
ſuch Overtures were odyous) then let no Faythe be given to any Mord that 
ever King or Counſayle ſpeakes. So as ſeeing Don Pedro himſelf doth avowe 
as muche, that he never had any hope of any ſuch thinge ; that even ſince that 
Time the Archdukes and the States brake off the Seſſion, that all their Conditions 
have runn thele nyne Monthes all another way, it is ſtraunge to all Men, what 


can be the Cauſe or End of all theſe late falſe and artificiall Bruites; whereby 
his Majeſtie's juſt and prudent Proceedings ſhould be fo conſtrued, as if he had 


been at any Time ſoe negligent of his Confederate's Safety or ſo ignorant of 


their Reſolution, as to perſwade that which was concluded beforehand, and pro- 
| teſted to be pernitious and odious unto them; or to be thought ſo baſe, as to 
_ flatter the King of Spayne with a Promiſe, to deale in that «hich he never 


had done, nor ever meante to doe. I pray you therefore, thouzhe Time hath 
cleared all theſe Falſehoods, and Don Pedro here made his Proteſtation, that he 
never was promiſed any ſuch thing in this Kingdome nor undertooke to worcke = 
it; yet take ſome Occaſion to declare all thele Particularrs, thoughe without 

any Imputation to Don Pedro, but only for clearing Truth by all honeſte 


Circumſtances. And when you do ſpeake of Dos Pedro, take ſome Occaſion

But where you ſay that you have received it /#b /igi//o 
Confeſſionts, and without power to Communicate it to any, we do conceive that 
reſtriction only ex to the Invalidiry of the-faid phy in caſe the 
States ſhall refuſe to accept of it; but that any other ſecret ſhould be made of 
it we do not think, further then as a formallity wherewith th 
their Truſt towards you, ſeeing in Caſes of this Nature, where ſome uſe is to be 
made of it towards many others, it is impoſſible to keep it hidden. Nevertheleſs 
it ſhall be ſo uſed, as they ſhall not have any collour to except againſt you; 
rhough we think you conceive they truſt you with nothing whereof diſcovery
